The nose knows how the horse goes 


T his falls under the trials and tribula¬ 
tions of owning a racehorse—or just 
when you thought you’d seen it all. 

In a recent EQB Inc. newsletter from 
Jeff Seder and Patti Miller comes the story 
of EQB homebred Justin Time, a Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred daughter of Justin Phillip racing 
for Pennsylvania-based Houyhnhnm 
Stable. 

A well-beaten eighth of 10 in her only 
start at 2 at Parx Racing in December 2017, 
the filly returned in June 2018 and finished 


last. The report noted “. . . she had been 
scoped due to some blood in nostril and 
trachea, but nothing was found. Based on 
symptoms and what could be seen, the 
diagnosis was [a] possible brain tumor. 
Several thousand dollars of diagnostic 
imaging was recommended.” 

Instead of MRIs or surgeries, Miller 
decided, based on prior cases over 40 
years, that there was something stuck up 
the filly’s nose. Justin Time was sent to the 
Ruffian Clinic and Dr. Norm Ducharme 


at Belmont Park in New York. The vet 
was asked to check both nostrils, as well as 
look as the scope went in. Found buried in 
the flesh half way up her right nostril was 
a “stiff woody stem [with seeds included] 
from straw. . . it had been there quite a 
while.” 

The filly returned to the races Nov. 19 
at Parx and won a state-bred maiden spe¬ 
cial weight by 5 A lengths. 

Another lesson learned in horse man¬ 
agement.

T he second phase of the Maryland Stadium Authority study on the future of 
Pimlico was released in mid-December. The new Old Hilltop won’t come cheap. 
The study calls for a complete teardown and rebuild of the existing facility. That 
would come, the Authority estimates, with a price tag of $424 million. 

That price is significantly higher than the amount the first phase estimated for a 
track renovation. In that first phase, completed in February 2017, the Authority esti¬ 
mated a new Pimlico would cost between $250 and $322 million. 

The first phase of the study envisioned the project as essentially a major renova¬ 
tion—but not a teardown. It called for retaining the existing old grandstand, down near 
the far turn, and renovating it. It also envisioned most structures being “reduced to 
their load-bearing structures and fully rebuilt including a new exterior envelope, new 
mechanical and electrical systems and new interior partitions, finishes, furniture, fix¬ 
tures and equipment.” 

The second phase of the study goes a step farther. Perhaps several steps farther. 

In fact, it recommends “demolition and removal of all existing structures on the 
site, including the tracks, infield, grandstand, clubhouse, equestrian barns and associ¬ 
ated infrastructure,” according to the release. 

The tracks would be rebuilt, the existing 1-mile dirt surface shortened to fifteen-six¬ 
teenths of a mile. The new turf course would remain at its current distance of 7 furlongs. 

The Stadium Authority study calls for the construction of a four-story, multi-use 
clubhouse, which would carry a price tag of $252.2 million. The clubhouse would 
include “clubs/lounges, suites, rooftop and balcony spaces, dining, space for retail, off¬ 
track betting, and/or a museum, ticketing, administrative offices, kitchens,” and various 
other necessary infrastructure. It would include 44 percent of the proposed 30,400 
premium seating options at a facility which is expected to have a total capacity of 
75,000 for the Preakness. 

Infrastructure improvements would cost an additional $120.5 million, while work 
on the infield and track would total nearly $30 million. Demolition would add another 
$20 million-plus, bringing the grand total to over $420 million. 

The goal of the overall project is both to make Pimlico a viable home for Maryland’s 
signature race, the mid-May Preakness Stakes, and to turn what is largely economically 
unproductive land most of the year into an engine of economic activity that can ben¬ 
efit the neighborhood year-round. To that end, the study calls for a variety of other uses 
to take place on the track’s current 125-acre footprint. Those could include a hotel, 
homes, business, stores, and a senior living facility.

Announced: The list of United 

States graded and listed stakes races for 
2019, the results of the annual grading 
session conducted in late November in 
Lexington, Ky., by the American Graded 
Stakes Committee of the Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Association. After 
reviewing 807 U.S. stakes races with a 
purse of at least $75,000, the committee 
assigned graded status to 450 of them, 
five fewer than were graded in 2018. 
Tracks in the Mid-Atlantic region will 
host 42 graded stakes in 2019, down 
one from 2018. Upgrades include Parx 
Racing’s Gallant Bob to Grade 2, and 
Pimlico’s Chick Lang from listed to 
Grade 3. Downgrades are Laurel Park’s 
Barbara Fritchie (from Grade 2 to Grade 
3) and Commonwealth Oaks (from 
Grade 3 to listed), and Monmouth Park’s 
Violet Stakes (from Grade 3 to listed). 
Monmouth leads all tracks in the region 
by graded stakes with 12, including the 
Grade 1 Haskell Invitational and United 
Nations, followed by Pimlico (nine) 
topped by the Grade 1 Preakness, Parx 
Racing (eight) with two Grade Is —the 
Pennsylvania Derby and Cotillion, Laurel 
(five), Delaware Park (four), Charles 
Town (two) and Penn National and 
Presque Isle Downs (one each). 

Dedicated: The Youngkin Equine 
Soundness Clinic in the Fout Barn at 
Virginia Tech’s Marion duPont Scott 
Equine Medical Center at Morven Park 
in Leesburg, Va., Nov. 18. The former 
open-air barn has been turned into a 
state-of-the-art sports medicine facility, 
made possible by a generous gift from 
Suzanne and Glenn Youngkin of Great 
Falls, Va. It expands the center’s capacity 


to provide cutting-edge diagnostics and 
treatment for lameness and other condi¬ 
tions that prevent equine athletes from 
performing at optimal potential, and is 
dedicated to the comprehensive care and 
treatment of the whole horse. Adjacent 
to the clinic is the podiatry center and the 
Regenerative Medicine Laboratory. The 
Fout Barn is named in honor of the late 
Paul Fout, renowned horse breeder and 
trainer who passed away in 2005, leaving 
a legacy of enduring contributions to the 
horse industry and the EMC. The facility 
was dedicated in his name in April 2009. 

Received: The Touch of Class 
Award from the Maryland Horse Industry 
Board, Maryland Racing Commission 
executive director Mike Hopkins, in 
October. Hopkins is the first Marylander 
to be chair of the Association of Racing 
Commissioners International. The Touch 
of Class Award is presented monthly 


by the Maryland Horse Industry Board 
to honor Maryland horses, individuals, 
teams, organizations, or events that dem¬ 
onstrate national or international excel¬ 
lence. The award is named after Touch 


of Class, a Maryland-bred Thoroughbred 
mare who won two Olympic show jump¬ 
ing gold medals at the 1984 Los Angeles 
Olympics and is honored at the U.S. 

Show Jumping Hall of Fame. Like this 
mare, the award is emblematic of achiev¬ 
ing excellence in the equine industry. 

Renamed: The American Horse 
Council’s Unwanted Horse Coalition. 
Formed in 2006 to bring attention to 
the issue and challenges of unwanted 
horses, the effort is to be renamed and 
rebranded as the United Horse Coalition. 
The changes reflect the industry’s unity 
around the importance of aftercare and 
the progress and extensive resources that 
have come to fruition since the UHC’s 
inception. The UHC’s new mission 
statement reads, “Through industry 
collaboration, the UHC promotes 
education and options for at-risk and 
transitioning horses.” The UHC is 

“poised to move to a new 
phase by focusing on 
serving more as a clearing 
house for education and 
options available to help 
at-risk and transitioning 
horses,” said AHC 
president Julie Broadway.

B arbara Luna has always considered 
herself “a reincarnated Southern 
belle.” So magnetic was the pull 
to head below the Mason-Dixon Line 
that Luna put down roots literally a few 
miles from where Generals Robert E. Lee 
and Ulysses S. Grant met and signed the 
documents which ended the Civil War in 
April 1865. 

Luna’s career in Thoroughbred 
racing covered a lot of bases: hotwalker, 
exercise rider, owner, trainer. She hosted 
Monmouth Park’s on-track handicapping 
show, served as editor of the Pennsylvania 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association 
News and administered Turning for 
Home Inc., the aftercare program 
based at Parx Racing—then Philadelphia 
Park—in Bensalem, Pa. 

But in 2012, Luna decided it was 
time to give back to the horses who had 
enriched her life for so many years. She 


bought a historic property in Appomattox, 
Va., and hung out her shingle as War 
Horses at Rose Bower, a retirement 
program for Thoroughbreds (primarily 
geldings) no younger than 7 years old 
who made at least 50 starts. While the 
ultimate goal, in most cases, is rehoming, 
Luna has ended up with some permanent 
residents with recognizable names. 

Her affiliation with Turning for Home 
brought Banjo Picker to Appomattox. 

Still solid, sound and handsome at 19, 
the big bay son of Swear by Dixie was 
bred in Pennsylvania by Betsy Houghton 
from her mare Sean’s Gold (by U. S. Flag). 
The bay gelding was a fixture on the 
Philadelphia Park circuit for seven seasons, 
beginning his career for the Houghton 
family’s Sylmar Farm and Betsy’s husband 
Ronnie. Banjo Picker made 12 starts in 
15 months for those connections before 
trainer Steve Krebs dropped a claim 


slip on Aug. 21, 2004, acquiring him for 
owner Danny Limongelli for $15,000. 

“We claimed him because he was a 
Pennsylvania-bred and the program here 
was so good. I never thought he would 
turn out to be what he did,” Krebs said. 

Banjo Picker quickly proved to be 
quite the bargain, reeling off wins and 
triple-digit speed figures in sprints on 
the dirt—all the while also rewarding the 
Houghtons with breeder bonuses. 

“I started to think we could win a 
litfie Pennsylvania stake with him, which 
we did when he won the Lyman Sprint 
Championship Handicap in [July] 2005. 
And then he just kept right on winning. 

He was by far the best horse I ever 
trained. He won stakes at 5, 6, 7 and 8.” 

One undeniable component to the 
gelding’s success and longevity was jockey 
Tara Hemmings, then married to Krebs. 
The English native was on “Banjo” every 
morning and, from the time he walked 
into Krebs’ barn, no other jockey was 
ever aboard the horse when he ran. That’s 
40 starts from Sept. 18, 2004, through 
Nov. 24, 2009. 

“I will say one thing,” Krebs added. 
“Tara knew that horse better than anybody, 
even myself. She got on him every day... 
she really knew him.” 

“He was my boy,” Hemmings said. “He 
| was very laid back, kinda chilled out. Steve 
| would bring his daughter in—she was 
| just a child at the time—and she would 
ride Banjo around the barn. He’d be that 
cool. He knew the difference; he’s a smart 
horse. When I was on his back, he’d goof 
around. But when Steve’s daughter was 
on his back, he was an angel.” 

The 2005 Gravesend Handicap-G3 at 
Aqueduct was the undeniable high water 
mark for Banjo Picker and his entire team. 

“So there were no other races for him, 
and I nominated him to the Gravesend,” 
Krebs said. “The funny thing was, for 
those couple days before the race I kept 
staring and staring at the Form , and I said 
Man, this horse actually looks like he has 
a chance in this race.’ And that was kinda 
surprising; it was a $100,000 Grade 3 in 
New York, you had Allen Jerkens in there. 
But I kept thinking he had a shot.” 

Before Hemmings got a leg up in the 
paddock that afternoon, she had Banjo 
Picker spruced up like the prom king, 
giving him a fresh body clip and braiding 
his mane herself. 

“I always did that when he ran,” she 
laughed. 
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They entered the gate at 47-1 with 
Presidentialaffair, Spooky Mulder, 
Acclimate, Saay Mi Name and Smokume 
also in the field. Banjo Picker led 
throughout, losing the lead briefly to 
Pioneer Empire at the sixteenth pole 
before battling back to win by a head, 
stopping the clock in 1:10.17. Their 
backers lit up as much as the toteboard, 
which read $96, $45.60, $21.40. 

It was Hemmings’ first stakes win and 
the biggest victory of Krebs’ training 
career. They enjoyed four more years 
with the gelding before he retired in 
November 2009, taking with him a legion 
of fans and a record of 52-16-8-7 with 
earnings of $648,865. 

Upon retirement, Krebs sent the horse 
to the Grantville, Pa., farm of a friend. 
But the empty stall in his Parx shedrow 
proved too much to bear, and after about 
a year Banjo returned—at Hemmings’ 
request-to function as their barn pony. 
He stayed with them until finally retiring 
to Luna’s farm in 2014. 

“He’s such a good-looking horse, so 
classy,” Luna said. “He knows his space, 


he doesn’t ever try to walk on top of you. 
He’s always so mannerly, just a doll about 
everything. I remembered seeing him on 
the track with Tara, the way she’d just 
sit on him for a while and let him stand 
there.” 

“When I’d go to the track, I used to 
give him a tiny bit of grass just to make 
him quiet, and then I’d stand him for 
20-30 minutes, and he would love that,” 
Hemmings said. “He was a big, muscled- 
out horse and everyone would ride by and 
say Tt’s Banjo—Hey Banjo!’ You couldn’t 
miss him.” 

Luna initially sent Banjo Picker for 
30 days of professional training after he 
arrived in Virginia. 

“He was trained as a trail horse,” she 
said, “and he was really good at it. But for 
some reason, he was never adopted. I still 
don’t really understand why. But he’s with 
me for good now, and I don’t mind.” 

Banjo Picker couldn’t leave Rose 
Bower now anyway, so bonded is he with 
another of Luna’s retirees. Apdy (and 
completely coincidentally) named Mr. 
Appomattox, the gray gelding bears an 


eerie resemblance to Lee’s famed mount, 
Traveler. 

Krebs speaks with Luna regularly 
and receives steady updates and photos 
via text message. Hemmings made the 
trip down last year and spent a weekend 
visiting the horse who changed her life. 

“He’s so happy where he is,” she said. 

And he’s got a purpose. 

“Last year we started with some 
therapeutic programs with these horses,” 
Luna said. “These old class horses have 
great attitudes. I’m hoping by the end 
of 2019 that we’ll have our first veterans’ 
program. The Thoroughbred Aftercare 
Alliance (TAA) was very generous with 
their grant money for me this year, so 
I want to at least have two veterans and 
two horses working together. The horses 
fulfill such a need for people.” 

Nearly 10 years after his last race, 
Banjo Picker is never far from Krebs’ 
thoughts. 

“I think about him all the time; he 
meant that much to me. He made all of 
us —everybody around him—better. The 
really good ones do that.” W

Editorial

For Buckstud, 
with feeling 


S ometimes the obituaries can be a bit 
much. A few recent ones packed a 
big punch and took a chunk out of 
the region’s (and the nation’s) Thorough¬ 
bred world. Cot Campbell, Willard Thomp¬ 
son, Rick Violette, Bruce Smart, Walter 
Reese, Bob Levy, Buck Woodson—and too 
late to make this magazine Dr. Matthew 
Mackay-Smith—must be having some con¬ 
versation in the track kitchen at Afterlife 
Downs about now. 

We can’t cover them all, certainly not to 
the extent they deserve. A monthly dead¬ 
line doesn’t always lend itself to such pur¬ 
suits. But we feel them, and feel for those 
left behind. 

At Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s mixed sale 
in December, Woodson’s Buckstud sold 
six weanlings a few days after his funeral. 
The horses were entered in the sale before 
he died Nov. 27, but that didn’t make it any 
easier and a somber mood hung out at 
Timonium’s Barn I along with the horses. 
Woodson bred all six-two Palace Malice 


fillies, a filly and a colt by Ghostly Minister, 
a Fast Anna colt and a Tapiture colt. Five 
sold, for anywhere from $1,000 to $16,000, 
and a chapter (if not a book) closed. 

Woodson was 91, and something of a 
legend among West Virginia owners, 
breeders and trainers. He trained and co¬ 
owned the great Onion Juice, who won the 
West Virginia Breeders Classic in 1987 and 
so ruled the local racing during a 65-start 
career that fans would boo horses who 
dared defeat their hero. Onion Juice made 
19 starts at other tracks, but posted all but 
one of his 27 wins at Charles Town and is 
remembered with a stakes in his honor 
every year on Breeders Classics night. 

Beyond “The Juice,” Woodson bred 
and raised Giovanni Boldini, who came 
within a half-length of becoming the first 
West Virginia-bred to win a Breeders’ Cup 
race when he finished second in the 
Juvenile Turf-Gl in 2013. Woodson sold 
the son of War Front and Dancing Trieste 
for $190,000 as a weanling, then watched 
as he became a $675,000 Saratoga yearling 
and an Irish stakes winner for Coolmore. 
Woodson had purchased Dancing Trieste 
for $20,000 in January 2008, and sold her 
for $450,000 after Giovanni Boldini’s run 
in the Breeders’ Cup. 

Woodson didn’t stop after those fire¬ 
works. He stayed in the industry, kept 
working, kept breeding winners. Buckstud- 
bred runners are regulars in the winner’s 
circle at Charles Town, and his old mare 
Dancing Trieste kept doing him proud 
(she delivered colts by Triple Crown win¬ 
ner American Pharoah in 2017 and 2018 — 
the 2017 colt sold as a yearling this past 
September at Keeneland for $800,000). 

At Timonium, the Fast Anna colt was 
purchased by Machmer Hall for $16,000. 
He’s a half-brother to $300,000 earner 
We’re in the Money and, though he might 
have wanted more money, Woodson would 
have smiled at the result as another big- 
time Kentucky buyer bid on a horse he 
raised. 


“Oh, he’d be very proud of his horses, 
he’d be really happy about the Fast Anna— 
Numerous Moves colt,” said Marlene 
Pitner, who ran the Buckstud consignment 
at Timonium. “He’d be mad about both of 
his Palace Malices [who sold for $5,700 
and $1,000]. He liked them.” 

If Woodson were there, Pitner and oth¬ 
ers would have told him the prices were no 
reflection on Buckstud’s ability to raise a 
nice horse. No, the market was a little soft. 
Buyers seemed to land on the same horses, 
and bid accordingly; otherwise the num¬ 
bers stayed small. And those weanlings 
would grow up to be nice yearlings and 
hardy racehorses for someone. 

“You’ll be seeing him,” Pitner said of 
the bay colt. “His momma throws nothing 
but runners so you’ll see him. I can’t wait 
to see what he does. He’s one of my favor¬ 
ites, because he reminds me so much of 
his momma. She’s a real standoffish horse, 
but not the way you think at first. He’s 
standoffish too, as in everybody else will 
be grouped up doing their things and he’ll 
stand off to the side watching everybody 
because he’s so much better than they are.” 

Time will tell, as it did for Woodson, 
who built a life in racing after leaving the 
Navy and a job with a paper company. He 
worked with Thoroughbreds for 50 years 
by sticking with what he did well, and get¬ 
ting results. 

“He had a certain way that he liked stuff 
done and that was the right way daggone 
it,” said Pitner. “There was no changing his 
mind.” 

Pitner would know. Her first day of 
work for Woodson came on Feb. 15, 2012 
(she knew the date off the top of her head), 
and she did little but soak up what her boss 
told her. 

“He taught me everything I know about 
horses,” she said. “I hadn’t set eyes on a 
horse since I was 8 years old. Now I’m 
birthing them, and I’ve run the farm for 
5/4 years now. He was a very good teacher.”

Regional stallion farms plan for future, hope for best

A s a 10-year-old kid, Louis Merryman bet all the money he had— 
probably $20—on a horse trained by his father. The horse won, 
but the 20 minutes sweating the investment nearly ended any 
affection young Louis held for horses. And now he says running a stallion 
business at Maryland’s Anchor and Hope Farm gives him the same feeling 
of trepidation. 

The Pons children have been to plenty of weddings lately. Sometimes 
they even get to be part of a wedding party, but most of the time they’re 
just in the audience. And that’s what trying to buy stallion prospects for 
Country Life Farm—which didn’t add a horse to its roster in 2019 —can 
feel like. 


Bill Boniface worked for Calumet Farm 
way back when, trained 1983 Preakness 
Stakes winner Deputed Testamony and has 
managed the ups and downs of Maryland’s 
Bonita Farm through generations of his 
family And now he’s taking a shot at build¬ 
ing a stallion business-again-with three 
horses who won’t have runners until 2021. 
Boniface is patient, but it’s a steep hill. 

When Barbara and Chip Wheeler start¬ 
ed standing stallions at their WynOaks 
Farm in Pennsylvania, bloodstock agent 
Rick Abbott offered a word of caution. 
“It’s going to be the hardest thing you do 
in this business.” WynOaks adds Kentucky 
transplant Warrior’s Reward, instantly a 
top stallion in the region, this year but the 
warning still stands. 

David Wade works for the two-state 
Northview Stallion Station, annually a 
regional leader in mares bred and stallion 
careers launched, but it’s no luxury. The 


competition for mares is fierce, same with 
the race to acquire new stallions and then 
it’s four years before you know how all that 
investment might turn out. 

Wade, Merryman, Pons, Boniface, the 
Wheelers and every stallion farm in the 
region shares in all of that. It takes a 
weird combination of patience, vision, 
money, luck and biology to make a stal¬ 
lion-start multiplying if you’ve got a farm 
full of them-and the 2019 breeding sea¬ 
son brings all that and more. 

Broadly, the region’s stallions are the 
same as they’ve been for several years — 
unproven. There’s no Not For Love, no 
Allen’s Prospect, no Two Punch though 
Jump Start and Great Notion are trying to 
hold up the mantel. The next wave awaits 
and includes Friesan Fire, Freedom Child, 
Bandbox, Redeemed, Super Ninety Nine, 
Uptowncharlybrown, Weigelia and some 
others with multiple crops on the track. 


Behind them comes a veritable tsunami. 
Imagining, Bourbon Courage, Golden 
Lad, Hangover Kid and others will have 
their first runners this year. Stallions with 
yearlings include Mosler and Uncle Lino, 
and the first foals arrive for Divining Rod, 
Dortmund, Alliance, Kobe’s Back, Holy 
Boss, Madefromlucky, Blofeld, Editorial 
and some others. 

Got all that? There’s more. There’s 
always more. 

Though Maryland and Pennsylvania 
dominate the market, West Virginia 
stallions (you could do a lot worse than 
Fiber Sonde) continue to fire winners to 
support a robust state-bred racing program 
at Charles Town and Mountaineer Park. 
Virginia and New Jersey have a few 
stallions. 

Street Magician, now at Roland Farm 
in Maryland, keeps carving out a niche. 
Smarty Jones (Remember him?) is back 
in Pennsylvania at Equistar Training 
and Breeding in Annville. Four stallions 
(including Rachel Alexandra’s half-brother 
Dolphus) are at Cabin Creek Farm in 
Pennsylvania. 

Northview flexed its muscles by adding 
Hoppertunity to the Pennsylvania roster 
and Irish War Cry in Maryland. Anchor 
and Hope welcomed a rookie to Maryland 
in Long River. 

And on and on. 

If you’re taking notes, the message is 
that stallion farms are the engine rooms 
of the Thoroughbred industry. They’re 
always working, and if they stop everything 
stops. Of course, stallion farms might also 
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be the weirdest bet in racing. It takes four 
years (by which time a horse’s first foals 
are 3-year-olds) to truly find out if you 
won or lost. 

Even the best stallion managers are 
going to be wrong, frequently. And regional 
farms have it even tougher. They’re not 
getting classic winners, Breeders’ Cup 
winners or champions. Not right away 
anyway. One stallion statistic says one out 
of every 13 will make it as commercially 
viable and have a real career. Of course, 
nobody knows where that comes from or 
if it factors in each stallion who breeds a 
mare everywhere. But there’s no doubting 
the unpredictability of any stallion venture, 
and the faith it takes. 

“The best, most intelligent guys in 
this game are wrong most of the time,” 
said Merryman. “That’s just what it is. 
No matter how good you are, horses are 
horses.” 

“Yes, it’s fraught with risk and expense 
and heartache, but when it works it’s a 
gratification you get, a self-gratification 
that you were right,” said Pons “There’s 
nothing like it when it works.” 

“It’s so competitive,” said Boniface. 
“A lot of these guys can out-promote me 
I guess. I need to work at it some more. 
I’m happy with my three horses. I think 
they’re the right three. They’re all priced 
right. It’s a friendly competition, but it’s a 
competition. You just got to keep the nose 
to the grindstone and do the best you can.” 

“If they’ve got everything, you can’t 
afford them,” said Wade of launching 
stallions in a regional market versus 
Kentucky. “There are a lot of mares in the 
region and a lot of them get sent elsewhere 
to breed. If we can breed enough mares 
to these stallions in the first three or four 
crops, they can prove whether or not they 
justify a bump in stud fee or are what we 
think they can be. Then some of those 
mares going to Kentucky will stay here.” 

Touring Around 

With farms in Pennsylvania and Mary¬ 
land, Northview Stallion Station brings the 
most clout to any regional stallion discus¬ 
sion and 2019 is no different. Owned by 
Richard Golden, Northview added a horse 
in each state. 

Start with the local. Kentucky’s Hill 
£ n’ Dale Farm bought the breeding rights 
to New Jersey-bred Irish War Cry before 
the 2017 Kentucky Derby-Gl—taking a

flier on the potential of a Grade 1 win 
and a rising stud value. The son of Curlin 
finished 10th in the Derby and second in 
the Belmont Stakes-Gl, and added the 
Pimlico Special-G3 in 2018, but never got 
that Grade 1. 

Enter Northview, and Maryland. 

“Irish War Cry is a horse I’ve been 
watching since last year,” said Wade. ££ I 
knew Hill £ n’ Dale bought the breeding 
rights before the Derby, but also knew the 
horse needed to win a Grade 1 for them 
to be competitive in Kentucky with him. 
When he won the Pimlico Special I was a 
little bit worried he might get back on that 
Grade 1 path and I wasn’t going to be able 
to get him.” 

Then Hill £ n’ Dale added another son 
of Curlin, champion and Grade 1 winner 
Good Magic, to its roster. Northview put 
together a deal, and Irish War Cry got on 
a van to Chesapeake City from his base 
with trainer Graham Motion up the road at 
Fair Hill Training Center. The only son of 
Curlin in the region, Irish War Cry brings 
flashes of brilliance, good 3-year-old form 
and a solid pedigree. 

££ I love that he’s out of a Polish 
Numbers mare,” said Wade. “That is going 
to cross well with a lot of Not For Love 
mares, which are in abundance in our area. 
He showed Grade 1 ability. The reaction 
has been fantastic. We sold out of lifetime 
breeding rights very quickly. I honestly 
believe we’re going to get over a hundred 
mares to him.” 

Wade believes Hoppertunity, the new 
guy in Pennsylvania, will also draw 100 but 
for different reasons. Based in California 
with Bob Baffert, Hoppertunity made 34 
starts over five seasons, won a Grade 1 race 
at ages 3 and 5, Grade 2 stakes every year 
from 3 to 7, and earned $4.7 million. The 
son of Any Given Saturday is a half-broth¬ 
er to Grade 1 winner Executiveprivilege, 
but won’t win any pedigree battles. 

“He’s not by as commercial a sire as 
Irish War Cry but he won won or placed 
in 19 graded stakes and that attracts atten¬ 
tion,” said Wade. “He’s a little bit of a 


throwback to what horses used to be. If 
you traded places and he was by Curlin, he 
would not have run as long as he did. He’d 
have been a stallion a couple of years ago.” 

For all his efforts on the racetrack, the 

8- year-old impressed Wade for another 
reason. 

“I thought they brought the wrong 
horse out,” he said of his first impression 
at Santa Anita last year. “He’s so clean¬ 
legged for a horse that ran as many years 
as he did and as many races as he did. He 
looked like a horse that had just started 
training.” 

Across Cecil County, former Northview 
employee Merryman adds Long River 
to the lineup at Anchor and Hope. The 

9- year-old spent three seasons in North 
America racing for his breeder Darley and 
trainer Kiaran McLaughlin, then went to 
the Middle East where he won the Group 1 
A1 Maktoum Challenge at Meydan in 2017. 
In all, he won five races (three stakes) and 
earned $770,000. In addition to his sire 
A.P Indy (a proven sire of sires), Long 
River’s dam is Grade 1-winning Round 
Pond. 

Merryman liked the opportunity to 
bring in another son of A.P. Indy (with 
Jump Start getting older and Friesan Fire 
not quite established). Then he saw the 
horse. 

“We were thinking this might be the 
perfect time for a good, well-bred son of 
A.P. Indy to come back [to the region],” 
Merryman said. “Being out of an Awesome 
Again mare he’s wide open to a lot of 
things too. All of the Mr. Prospector and 
most of your Northern Dancer line mares 
you can send to the horse. I thought he was 
a really interesting horse, and I’ve only got¬ 
ten higher on him since he’s been with us. 

£ 'Everybody that has come to see him 
says something along the lines of 'Holy 
—, I’m glad I looked at him.’ He’s 16.3, 
correct, powerful, awesome hind end and 
he’s got tons of personality.” 

Like all stallions not in Kentucky, Long 
River didn’t quite measure up to Bluegrass 
standards. His biggest win came in Dubai. 


He won two North American stakes —at 
Aqueduct. Long River placed in four 
graded stakes and—to Merryman—showed 
Grade 1 ability. 

“We can’t afford the multiple Grade 1 
winners but if you can pluck out the Grade 
1 talent, that’s the idea,” he said. “My 
approach, and it’s obviously not proven 
to be correct yet, is to try to pick out 
race records and speed figures—Ragozin, 
Thoro-Graph, Beyer, Equibase, whatever 
you use. You can find horses that abso¬ 
lutely have Grade 1 talent that didn’t win 
Grade 1 races.” 

Merryman had contracts lined up for 
Long River in December, a good sign 
of local popularity, and can also pro¬ 
mote potentially more established stallions 
Imagining, Bourbon Courage and Holy 
Boss with the added buzz of a new stallion. 

The first two will have 2-year-olds rac¬ 
ing this year, a milestone not lost on the 
man calling the shots. 

“We’ll see what happens,” he said. “It’s 
a bubble year for them for sure. The more 
mares we can get to them this year the 
better.” 

He’s supposed to, but Merryman 
expects both horses to get off to quick 
starts - even if they’re different. 

Unraced at 2, Imagining had most of 
his success running long on the turf. 

“On paper and by looks, Imagining 
wouldn’t strike you as a 2-year-old [sire] but 
there’s something about him,” Merryman 
said. “He has a really long, powerful hind 
end and he seems to stamp that and it 
doesn’t matter if it’s a long, tall yearling or 
a shorter, sprinter-looking yearling.” 

Also unraced at 2, Bourbon Courage 
turned into a capable come-from-behind 
sprinter and yearling buyers gave Merryman 
plenty of good early feedback in 2018. 

“He’s expected to have horses that 
run early,” said Merryman. “They’re more 
uniform. The majority of them look just 
like him.” 

Like its horses, Anchor and Hope con¬ 
tinues to mature as a farm. The stallion 
barn and breeding shed are complete, but 
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Got the need for speed?

still being improved upon. Merryman is 
far more likely to be found in the barn, 
or at the wheel of the van, than in the 
office making deals. In mid-December, he 
was headed south to meet Holy Boss for 
the final leg of the journey home from 
Argentina. 

“Someday I’ll look back and laugh,” 
Merryman said. “I had to ride in the back 
of my van with my stallion. People don’t 
do it this way anymore. It’s me, my mother, 
my father, my wife, we’re the strong backs 
on the farm. We might tank and go out of 
business in a year and a half but we also 
might pull it off. I’ll be quite proud of us 
if we pull it off.” 

Founded in 1933, Country Life Farm 
wins the region’s longevity race and also 
carries a long history of success with the 
likes of Malibu Moon, Allen’s Prospect, 
Carnivalay and others filling the stallion 
barn (and if you want real history, Carry 
Back’s sire Saggy stood there). Now, it’s 
Freedom Child, Friesan Fire, Super Ninety 
Nine, Divining Rod and Mosler. The first 
three have runners, led by Friesan Fire’s 
sons Army Mule (a Grade 1 winner who 
was recently retired) and Call Paul (Grade 
2). Divining Rod was popular enough 
to breed 102 mares in 2018, his first 
season. Mosler bred 155 in his first two 
seasons, and sends his first yearlings to the 
marketplace this year. 

Country Life looked to add another 
stallion for 2019, but didn’t make a deal 
because the right horse wasn’t available. 

“It wasn’t like we weren’t trying,” said 
Pons, who didn’t rule out a late addition to 
the roster. “Irish War Cry set the bar high 
and Divining Rod and some of the others 
are pretty special. We had offers on some 
and we didn’t get those calls five years ago 
so that’s a positive sign, and so are the 
strategic partners we have now.” 

Claiborne Farm (Mosler), Spendthrift 
Farm (Super Ninety Nine), Vinery (Friesan 
Fire), Gainesway Farm and Lael Stable 
(Divining Rod) are invested in the Country 


Life stallions and that means strong mare 
support and some negotiating leverage. 
Add that support to easy access to state 
breeding/racing programs in Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, Virginia and West 
Virginia and the regional farms have even 
more clout. Like all stud farms, Country 
Life always wants more mares and backs 
up that opinion with the Raise You 
broodmare partnerships. 

“Nowadays you’re not going to be 
commercially successful unless you can 
get the great big books of mares,” Pons 
said. “Good stallions are sucking up more 
and more mares, but there aren’t any more 
mares and we’re trying to help that.” 

Like Country Life and Northview, 
Bonita Farm has played the stallion game 
for decades, though not necessarily like 
this. The Maryland farm started three new 
stallions—Alliance, Dortmund and Kobe’s 
Back—last year. They were part of a huge 
first-year class in the region and worked to 
find a spot under bigger names Divining 
Rod, Holy Boss and Madefromlucky. 

Dortmund, a Grade 1 winner of 
nearly $2 million, finished third behind 
American Pharoah and Firing Line in 
the 2015 Kentucky Derby-Gl and would 
probably win the “tallest stallion in the 
region” contest. The son of Big Brown 
bred 25 mares in 2018. Boniface and owner 
Kaleem Shah will try to boost the interest 
with a promotion that awards a free season 
to Dortmund to the winner of every 
distaff stakes at a Maryland Jockey Club 
track. The deal began with the Thirty Eight 
Go Go Stakes Dec. 28 and will continue 
into 2019. 

See Boniface or a condition book for 
the full details, but the hope is that a few 
more breeders take a look at the stallion. 

“That was Kaleem’s idea, he’s got a 
lot of ideas,” said Boniface. “I like it. It’s 
non-transferrable. It has to be the filly that 
wins the race, but we think it’ll get a little 
attention. I’m going to go down to Laurel 
and work at it.” 


Alliance bred 15 mares in 2018, and 
Boniface said they’re all in foal. The 5-year- 
old, a half-brother to champion Tepin, 
continues to impress while growing up 
and out. Kobe’s Back bred 24 mares in 
2018, and will get support from owner Lee 
Searing of CRK Stable among others. 

“I’m excited about all three of them,” 
Boniface said of his group. “I didn’t get 
the book sizes I wanted to the first year, 
but there were a lot of new horses. I’m 
enthusiastic. It’s just going to take a little 
time.” 

Like breeders all over the region, 
Donny Brown used to lament the lack of 
options for his mares. He sent some to 
Kentucky, a few others to the unproven 
stallions in Pennsylvania. For a while, he 
stood Messner (Malibu Moon’s half-broth¬ 
er) and found a little success. Now Brown 
is really diving in, as the managing partner 
for new Pennsylvania stallion Warrior’s 
Reward. With five crops on the track, the 
son of Medaglia d’Oro has a head start on 
much of the region and joins the squad at 
WynOaks Farm in Delta. Brown can’t wait 
to get started. 

“The big piece of the puzzle is 
established,” said Brown. “You have a 
good chance at getting a runner. We get 
sires in Pennsylvania, but it always seems 
like they’re new. I think it’s a good slot he’s 
going to walk right into.” 

After winning four times, including the 
Carter Handicap-Gl in 2010, Warrior’s 
Reward started out at Spendthrift and sired 
(among others) $700,000 earners Axelrod 
and Warrior’s Club. Brown, partner Tom 
McClay and stallion manager Tom Reigle 
feel the timing is right for a horse who 
was among the top 40 on the 2018 general 
sires list in 2018 and immediately into a 
battle with Jump Start at the top of the 
regional sires list. Based on worldwide 
numbers, Jump Start held a slim lead in 
mid-December. 

“He’s one of best-valued stallions on 
the general sire list in the country,” said

Brown of the $4,500 fee. “Above him and 
below him are horses $25,000 or more and 
there he sits. There’s a lot of interest and 
we are grateful for that because it’s names 
that we know. A lot of people want to see 
him. We think there’s a spot in the market 
for a horse like this.” 

Home to Weigelia, another relatively 
proven commodity, WynOaks welcomes 
the new addition. 

“You hope people are paying attention 
to what’s on the track and what’s proven 
themselves for where they want to breed,” 
said Barbara Wheeler. “It’s hard when you 
get all these £ son of this, son of that’ new 
stallions who don’t have that much behind 
them. There are so many new horses in the 
state that it’s hard to tell what will happen. 
We’re looking forward to the season.” 

The rest of the story 

Pennsylvania’s Diamond B Farm con¬ 
tinues to mine quality horses and expands 
its stallion roster to six with newcomers 
Social Inclusion (whose first foals are year¬ 
lings), Flashback (whose first crop included 
at least 11 winners in 2018) and Eastwood 
joining Talent Search, Got the Last Laugh 
and Uptowncharlybrown. Flashback stood 
at Hill £ n’ Dale for three seasons before the 
move to Pennsylvania. 

Pennsylvania-bred Smarty Jones 
became a Keystone State legend when he 
won the two-thirds of the Triple Crown in 
2004 and he returns to his homeland for 
the 2019 breeding season after standing in 
Kentucky, Pennsylvania, Kentucky again 
and Uruguay. His new abode is Equistar 
Training and Breeding in Annville, where 
he’ll share space with Crown of Thorns. 
Smarty Jones, 18, has sired 11 crops to 
race and has progeny earnings in excess of 
$38 million. 

Cabin Creek Farm, run by Maria 
Vorhauer (former manager of Dana Point 
Farm), will stand Airoforce, Unfettered, 
Red Vine and Dolphus. The latter, by 
Lookin At Lucky, is a half-brother to 
champion Rachel Alexandra. 

West Virginia’s lineup looks familiar 
with Beau Ridge Farm’s Fiber Sonde hold¬ 
ing down the top spot in the 2018 rankings, 
followed by Windsor Castle from Taylor 
Mountain and Limehouse from O’Sullivan. 
Tapit’s son Juba (Taylor Mountain) sends 
out his first crop of yearlings in 2019. All 
are mainstays in the state’s restricted races 
with the occasional breakthrough horse 
such as Fiber Sonde’s Grade 3-winning 
daughter Late Night Pow Wow. ^

Weigelia, Uptowncharlybrown push 
for space in regional stallion market 

By Joe Clancy 


B arbara Wheeler says, “Why Gale Ya.” Horticulture experts say, 
“Why Jee La.” And the dictionary says horse people are spelling 
it wrong, but none of this matters as Weigelia—who stands at 
Wheeler’s WynOaks Farm in Pennsylvania—is making a name for himself 
in the regional stallion ranks. 

“We just sit back and be quiet, we’ve never done a whole lot of mar¬ 
keting,” said Wheeler, who owns WynOaks with her husband Chip. “We 
know he doesn’t have the pedigree that anybody with any substance in the 
game is going to be looking at. But if you want to breed to a stallion that 
puts a little bit of foot under them you’re pretty much in the ballpark with 
him. Durability matters and he produces it.” 


Florida horseman Norman Casse saw 
the pacer Uptown Charlybrown win a 
race one night and lifted the name for 
a chestnut yearling colt by Limehouse. 
Uptowncharlybrown (the Thoroughbred) 
impressed from the start, won his first 
two races with ease, became the answer 
to a trivia question in the 2010 Belmont 
Stakes-Gl, lifted the fortunes of an epony¬ 
mous racing syndicate by himself and 
now—in a story with more turns than Le 
Mans—is on the verge of a breakthrough 
as a stallion with statistics that rival the big¬ 
gest names in the game. 

“Everyone says, 'Are you kidding me?’ 
when they hear about him,” said Bob Hutt, 
owner of Uptowncharlybrown, who stands 
at Diamond B Farm in Pennsylvania. “He’s 
the No. 1 stallion in North America for 
moving up his mares and every time we 
win a race at Parx people say, 'Not another 
Uptowncharlybrown.’ He has the fewest 
runners, the highest win percentage, the 
highest average earnings per starter . . . 


“And his babies are drop-dead gor¬ 
geous. Pm not just saying that because Pm 
biased, which I am, but they are.” 

Statistics are like pencil sharpeners — 
anybody can use them to make a point—but 
Wheeler, Hutt and their horses are bucking 
major trends (and major farms) with their 
horses. 

Their stud careers at stud began with 
tiny books of mares and no commercial 
interest, and now they’re making progress. 
The 2019 breeding season approaches with 
much fanfare thanks to new regional horses 
Irish War Cry (Maryland), Hoppertunity 
(Pennsylvania), Warrior’s Reward (Penn¬ 
sylvania) and others but there’s no ques¬ 
tioning the momentum of at least two 
more established stallions. 

With seven crops to race, Weigelia has 
sired 63 winners from 89 runners for an 
average of $4,285 earned per start through 
Dec. 5. Now 18, the bay will get a boost 
after breeding 49 mares last year in a popu¬ 
larity surge few saw coming. 


The Wheelers bought Weigelia after a 
racing career that included 13 wins and 
more than $1 million in earnings over six 
seasons. Weigelia’s first mares were from 
the WynOaks band. All 12 runners in his 
first crop (2010) became winners, and 
while the number isn’t still 100 percent it’s 
close. The 2011 group included 17 winners 
from 20 starters. His fourth and fifth crops 
were even smaller, but the wins still came. 
All the while his horses proved to be stout, 
sensible, hard-trying runners. 

Through Dec. 12, his 42 runners of 
2018 included 29 winners. He was third in 
the state by 2018 earnings, and the leaders 
are Kentucky transplant Warrior’s Reward 
and the far-more-established Jump Start. 

Weigelia even found success in the sales 
ring as yearlings at Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
averaged more than $18,000 in October. 
New Jersey resident Cindy Bartkowski, 
who co-bred 2-year-old stakes winner Delta 
Express by sending her mare Spunky Spar¬ 
row to Weigelia, called the stallion a bargain. 

“I love his class, his ability, the success 
his horses have on all surfaces,” she said. 
“Holy cow, he’s had limited crops but 
they’re just making money for everybody.” 

Why would be the ultimate question, 
but that’s as yet unanswerable when it 
comes to breeding Thoroughbreds. Stallion 
owners and mare owners do their home¬ 
work, stick to old habits, invent newfangled 
tools, try this and try that and nobody— 
nobody-can guarantee success. Weigelia 
isn’t about to take mares from Tapit or 
Medaglia d’Oro, but can make a big impact 
on a regional market. 

On the pedigree side, the Florida-bred 
is by Safety’s Mark-a son of Danzig 
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Weigelia continues to make inroads in the regional stallion market for WynOaks Farm.

and Hall of Fame sprinter Safely Kept. 
Behind Weigelia, no horse by Safety’s Mark 
earned more than $300,000. The bottom 
of Weigelia’s pedigree isn’t much deeper, 
though champion Davona Dale and some 
other Calumet names are there if you dig. 

But there’s more to Weigelia—and his 
sons and daughters. 

“They’re very, very trainable,” Bartkow- 
ski said. “They can have a little attitude, but 
you don’t get a lot of problems. They’re 
very adaptable horses, I do all the stuff 
myself at home and they get a lot of han¬ 
dling—fly spray, hooves picked, go for a 
trailer ride, halters on, halters off, all of it. 
They learn quickly that there’s no biting, no 
kicking, no pushing, no shoving.” 

Wheeler figures at least some of that 
comes from her stallion. 

“They’re all good-headed,” she said. 
“They all do what they are asked, without 
question. They seem to be well-rounded. 
He likes the girls. I can go in and scratch 
on him and rub on him and he’s perfectly 
fine. Put my husband in there and he wants 
to bite him.” 

Uptownchartybrown’s first three crops 
make Weigelia’s look big, but that may 
soon change as the chestnut is on the 
move with loads of attention thanks to 
the success of Hutt’s Uptowncharlybrown 
Stud racing syndicate. The group had 
won at a 32-percent clip in 2018 (through 
Dec. 12), almost exclusively with sons and 
daughters of the stallion. 

“I’m not the greatest manager in the 
world, I can tell you that,” Hutt said with 
a laugh. “Our trainer Ed Coletti Jr. had 
never earned over a million dollars in a 
year. He’s at $1.6 million [in 2018]. The 
one common denominator in all of this is 
we have Uptownchartybrowns and nobody 
else does. I’ve never in my life experienced 
anything like this. It’s fantastic.” 

Hutt’s not kidding. He spent $57,000 to 
buy Uptowncharlybrown as a 2-year-old 
in 2009, took to heart a passionate “Keep 
the name” speech from Casse afterward 
and never thought to ask how the name 
came to be. 

“I sold him, but my dad picked him 
out,” said Justin Casse, whose father 
passed away in 2016. “My dad wasn’t 
much for picking out horses, but he was 
an investor and always a gambler. He loved 
to name all of his horses before he sold 
them. He basically stole that name he liked 
it so much.” 

Trainer Alan Seewald referred to the 
horse as “The Chestnut” and told Hutt 
from the beginning that something special 
was coming. The day after Christmas 2009 
at Tampa Bay Downs, Uptowncharlybrown 


won his first start by 9 lengths. He added the 
Pasco Stakes (by 6) at the same track three 
weeks later. Seewald was thinking Belmont 
Stakes-Gl and Haskell Invitational-G1 at 
his home track Monmouth Park. 

Uptowncharlybrown finished third in 
the Sam Davis-G3 and fifth in the Tampa 
Bay Derby-G3, before everything changed. 
On April 12, at home in New Jersey, 
Seewald died in his sleep. Five days later, 
Uptowncharlybrown finished third in the 
Lexington Stakes-G2 at Keeneland. He 


indeed made the Belmont field for train¬ 
er Kiaran McLaughlin and finished fifth 
behind Drosselmeyer (beaten 3 lengths) 
only to be disqualified because an 8-pound 
pad came out from under Rajiv Maragh’s 
saddle about halfway through the race. 

Uptowncharlybrown emerged with 
a tendon injury and missed 16 months, 
before returning to finish second to future 
Grade 1 winner Tapizar in a Belmont 
allowance race. Uptowncharlybrown never 
reached such lofty heights again, and was 
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retired in March 2012. His stallion career 
began at Penn Ridge Farm and resulted 
in just nine foals in 2014 and seven the 
following year—pretty much all for Hutt. 
Nine of the 16 won races, and were led by 
the now Grade 3 winner Dixie Serenade. 
The latter, a filly from his second crop 
owned by Hutt’s syndicate, was a $425,000 
RNA at Fasig-Tipton November. 

Uptowncharlybrown moved to 
Diamond B Farm for the 2015 season and 
his 2016 crop included 11 foals. All told, 
his 18 runners include 12 winners and 
$1,395,882 in progeny earnings through 
Dec. 5, an average per runner of $77,549. 

“I’ve got eight yearlings who are about 
to be 2-year-olds, and we love them,” Hutt 
said in December. “And his weanling class 
[foals of 2018] looks better than ever. They 
all have long legs and the hind ends go up 
to the sky. It doesn’t matter who the mare 
is, they come out winners.” 


Uptowncharlybrown’s Average Earn¬ 
ings Index, compiled by BloodHorse , rivals 
the top stallions in the game. For 2018, 
he was a 2.04 in mid-December. Curlin 
led the way at 2.38. The Cl (Comparable 
Index) number, which measures the 
quality of mares bred, is even better. 
Uptowncharlybrown was .84 while Curlin 
was 2.11, making for an off-the-charts 
AEI to Cl ratio—another yardstick used by 
breeders to make decisions. 

Hutt and anyone else will quickly tell 
you that the limited crop sizes help 
Uptowncharlybrown’s statistics, but there’s 
something there and the wave of horses 
heading for racetracks is growing. Uptown¬ 
charlybrown bred 49 mares in 2018 and 
Hutt said 35 contracts are signed for 2019. 

Hutt made Uptowncharlybrown a stal¬ 
lion in part to honor Seewald’s memory. 
The trainer was the first real believer in the 
horse, and turned down a lucrative offer 


for the colt after that Pasco Stakes win. 
Any success goes back to that faith. 

“He was my best friend, and in 25 years 
we never had a fight,” Hutt said. “Before 
Charly ever ran he told me to nominate 
to the Triple Crown. He’d say, 'Bob, he’s 
that good.’ 

“I’m not a religious person but it’s like 
divine intervention. I don’t know how we 
got this lucky or so blessed.” 

NOTES: Want some other potential gems? 
Northview Stallion Station’s Buffum had 
sired seven winners from 10 starters in 
2018 . . . Virginia stallion Friend Or Foe 
(Smallwood Farm) had four winners from 
eight starters in 2018 . . . West Virginia’s 
Gattopardo (O’Sullivan Farm) had five 
winners from 11 runners while During 
(also O’Sullivan) was up to 10 winners 
from just 17 runners. ^

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Dream Job 

For Northview’s Torres, the horses rule

F rancisco Torres. The name might not ring an immediate bell, but 
anyone who has visited Northview Stallion Station will recog¬ 
nize the face. Torres, stallion manager at Northview’s flagship 
Chesapeake City, Md., location, is usually the man on the end of the shank 
when the stallions are paraded for inspection. 

It’s what he doesn’t do that makes him memorable. 


Regardless of the horses’ behavior- 
rearing, striking, plunging, trumpeting - 
Torres remains zenned out, barely seeming 
to notice. His quiet demeanor and effort¬ 
less control hide that he has not spent his 
lifetime in the Thoroughbred industry. 
Oddly, an experience with cows assured 
his future at Maryland’s premier breeding 
facility. 

Growing up in a small town in Mexico’s 
state of Puebla, Torres would rise early 
each day with his father to help milk the 
family’s dairy cows. 

“We had no car, so we would go out at 5 
a.m. and saddle the horse-or mule-and it 
was a 45-minute ride to a little field that we 
had outside of the town where the cows 
would be,” Torres said during a visit in 
December. “We fed them and then milked 
them by hand, filling the five or six metal 
buckets we had. Then we would carry the 
milk back home. My mother used to make 
cheese and cream.” 

Married at 21, Torres moved wife Maria 
Louisa and their two small children to 
Colorado seven years later. A childhood 
friend was then the kitchen manager of a 
small cafe, and offered Torres a job which 
also provided housing. 

He lasted a month. 

“You know, this is not for me,” he told 
himself. “This is not what I’m used to 
doing.” 

He liked working outside, with animals, 
doing physical work the way he grew up. So 


he made a phone call. Some cousins lived 
in Delaware and they found Torres a job 
loading milk trucks at the Hy-Point Dairy 
in Wilmington. Another childhood friend, 
Jose Alfredo, was working as a groom at 
Northview. When he learned Torres had 
settled nearby, he mentioned that the farm 
was looking for help. 

“Jose’s father and my father were com- 
padres. We both grew up milking cows 
and riding horses,” Torres said. “He was 
needing a person for part-time here on 
Saturdays and Sundays, so I came over. 
This was around 1999-2000. They gave 
me one night each weekend in the foaling 
barn. The first or second week we had a 
foal, and I had pulled so many calves so I 
knew what to do. The broodmare manager 
saw me doing that and asked me to come 
to work full-time.” 

At that point, Torres’ son Francisco Jr. 
and daughter Edna were in the middle of 
their school term in Delaware. Once sum¬ 
mer break began, Torres relocated his fam¬ 
ily to a home on the Northview property. 

Like all new farm employees, he started 
at the bottom. Mucking stalls and farm 
maintenance quickly led to grooming, 
and it wasn’t long before management 
noticed—and rewarded—Torres’ hard work 
and aptitude. 

“Anything they would ask me to do, I 
would do it,” he said. “I moved to the stal¬ 
lion barn in 2012. They did let me handle 
the stallions, but I was not in charge of the 


barn. I earned more and more responsi¬ 
bilities. When a couple of guys quit, I said 
‘Just let me show you that I can do that.’” 

Torres has handled several of North- 
view’s top stallions. Perennial leading sires 
Two Punch and Not For Love became 
household names. Multiple Grade 1 winner 
Waquoit was the first stallion syndicated 
for stud duty at Northview when the farm 
opened in 1989. All three are buried in the 
farm’s cemetery. 

Consider Torres like an NFL coach. 
Each breeding season sees returning big- 
name veterans, up-and-coming young 
turks and promising rookies arrive. 
Northview’s starting quarterback is Great 
Notion, Maryland’s leading sire in 2018. 
The 19-year-old son of Elusive Quality 
has sired at least one winner on Maryland 
Million Day for nine consecutive years. But 
his debut at Northview in 2005 was inaus¬ 
picious at best. 

“We did have a lot of work with him 
when he first came in because he was very 
shy,” Torres said. “It could take us two 
hours in the shed with one mare. The mare 
would be ready, and he would be like . . . 
nothing. If a bird flew into the shed, he’d 
be looking all around watching it. After he 
started to figure it out year after year, we 
had no problems. Once in a while though, 
every year, that horse will still do that. For 
a week or two each year, he will make you 
want to pull your hair off your head.” 

These days, Great Notion is given a pass 
on his occasional mood swings. The sire of 
ultra-consistent runners Ruby Notion, Talk 
Show Man, Phlash Phelps and Crabcakes 
has earned the right to call the shots every 
now and then. 

Six stallions stand with Great Notion 
at the Maryland location, with an addi¬ 
tional six at the Peach Bottom, Pa., facility. 
Although based in Maryland, Torres has 
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Maryland’s leading sire Great Notion 
heads back to his paddock with Francisco Torres. 


spent time with the Pennsylvania 
team to establish a program and 
train new personnel. Farm owner 
Richard Golden always keeps a keen 
eye open for young sires. 

“Mr. Golden always tries to keep 
the farm going with the best stal¬ 
lion prospects,” Torres said. “He 
has always been trying to help 
Northview help the horse industry. 

It is always on his mind to bring in 
something new.” 

Torres has had something new 
to indoctrinate nearly every year 
since 2013, when Redeemed joined 
the roster. The 11-year-old bay won 
from 6 furlongs to IV 2 miles and 
earned $832,140. But Redeemed 
holds the title of The Spooky One. 

“He’s always worried about his 
own shadow,” Torres laughed. 

New in 2014 was Buffum—The 
Cranky Clown. The only stakes- 
winning son of Bernardini in the 
Mid-Adantic region was a $1.2 mil¬ 
lion Saratoga sales yearling whose 
first crop included 2017 Maryland Million 
Nursery winner Clever Mind. Buffum 
feigns grouchiness in a never-ending quest 
to entertain. 

“He’s like a child—he’s playful and does 
crazy stuff, like sharpening his teeth on the 
bars of his stall,” said Torres, who can also 
shift gears to sound like a pedigree expert. 
“I love his female family.” 

Bandbox joined the squad in 2015 and 
his first crop included 2018 Maryland 
Milli on Nursery winner Follow the Dog. 
The 11-year-old son of Tapit is North- 
view’s bottomless pit. 

“He eats everything he can. If another 
horse has left his hay, Bandbox will eat it 
all,” Torres said. 

Golden Lad and Madefromlucky are 
the young players on the squad. Nine-year- 
old Golden Lad, a son of Medaglia d’Oro, 
entered stud in 2016 and will have his first 
runners this year. A Maryland-bred daugh¬ 
ter sold for $120,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic fall yearling sale in October, the 
sale’s highest price by any first crop sire 
and co-highest (with Great Notion) for a 
regional sire. 

“It looks like people are liking his kids,” 
Torres said. “I like the foals a lot too; nice 
size, good looking horses. We hope for the 
best for them at the races in 2019.” 

Madefromlucky was new to Northview 
for 2018. The son of Lookin At Lucky and 
Home From Oz (a full-sister to leading sire 
Tapit) earned more than $1.3 million on 
the track and gets another chance to prove 
himself as his first foals arrive this year. 


Torres is enthusiastic about the newest 
farm resident. Irish War Cry, 5, may as well 
be a local. He spent much of his racing 
career at Fair Hill Training Center 20 miles 
up the road. He was foaled in New Jersey, 
just like his dam Irish Sovereign and her 
dam Irish Genius. And Polish Numbers, 
sire of Irish Sovereign, stood at Northview. 

“The interest in Irish War Cry has 
been very good. We had an open house 
in November and it was very crowded... 
more people than we’ve had the last couple 
years, and that’s interesting,” said Torres. 
“Some people who haven’t bred to us in a 
while are coming back again. I’m glad they 
kept him here in this state. It’s good for 
the clients, good for the farm. There was 
already a lot of interest in Irish War Cry 
because he was based here at Fair Hill. I 
think that a horse with local connections 
brings people here.” 

Irish War Cry has adjusted to his new 
schedule. Typically, Torres will gradually 
introduce outside activities to a new stal¬ 
lion, beginning with hand-walking and 
leading up to paddock turnout once the 
horse is fully acclimated. 

“We feed the stallions at 3 p.m. each 
afternoon, and the night watchman will 
feed them at 3 a.m. So when I come in to 
work at 5:45 a.m., they’ve had their break¬ 
fast and they are ready to go outside,” he 
said. “I clean the stalls. We have trucks to 
fix, tractors to clean, fans to fix, waterers to 
clean ... all the maintenance.” 

With pre-season at an end, Torres and 
crew are gearing up for the January start 


of foaling season and February’s return 
to the breeding shed. Mares have been 
under lights at Northview for several 
weeks. 

“We have a good crew working in 
the shed. They have been here for years, 
and we have been recognized for the 
job that we do. We normally have four 
people for each breeding,” said Torres. 
“Sometimes you can do it with three, 
when you know the mare is good or 
she’s not a maiden. A stallion can breed 
three times per day, but usually they 
only breed morning and afternoon. We 
have a session at 9 a.m. and another one 
at 2 p.m. If we do have a third one, it’s 
at 7 p.m. If we get a call saying a mare is 
ready to be bred, in an urgent situation, 
we can do it. That spot is there if we 
need it. We all work together like a team, 
a family. We depend on each other.” 

One member of the team IS family— 
Francisco Torres Jr., now 26. He earned 
a degree as a translator at Cecil College 
but works and lives at Northview until 
a job in that field becomes available. 
His sister Edna, 24, also graduated from 
Cecil College. She had an internship at 
Walt Disney World and then complet¬ 
ed her four-year degree at the University 
of Maryland. She works in marketing in 
Washington, D.C. 

Maria Louisa Torres runs the house¬ 
hold and dotes on her husband and son. 
Meals are ready and waiting when the two 
come in from work. Torres beams when 
speaking of his wife and children. 

“I’m blessed with my family. I have a 
nice wife, nice kids, a nice place to live. I 
go to church with my family every Sunday 
in Wilmington. I love what I do and where 
I work.” 

That is evident in his devotion to his 
career and the esteem with which is he 
regarded by his co-workers and Northview 
management. Employees aspiring to work 
in the stallion barn want to learn from the 
best. 

“A lot of people deserve the oppor¬ 
tunity,” said Torres. “I’ve seen guys that 
follow what I do. A lot of people say to me 
Wou make it look so easy . . . how do you 
do that?’ I say T don’t know, it’s just coming 
from God.’ I thank everyone I’ve met over 
the years, from the grooms, clients, owners, 
managers. I’ve learned something from 
every single horse and still do. You never 
stop learning. You have respect for the 
horses and they will respect you. They are 
really intelligent animals, and I think they 
know you before you know them. Horses 
teach you loyalty and friendship. No judg¬ 
ment.” W

Playing 
the Market 

Regional leader Besecker sets pace at Timonium

J oe Besecker talks like a shrewd investor, using terms such as pro¬ 
cess, people, performance, inefficiencies in markets, small-cap this, 
large-cap that, having a strategy, making the most of opportunities. 
Then he’ll tell you how much fun being a Thoroughbred owner and 
breeder is. There, his conversations turn to what a blast winning races is, 
how much enjoyment he gets out of winning Claiming Crown races and 
competing at Penn National, how beautiful this horse or that horse is. 


Put the two together, and it’s easy to see 
why the Pennsylvanian finds success. 

He led all buyers at a Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic sale for the second time in 2018 
when he purchased eight horses at the 
December mixed sale in Timonium, Md., 
Dec. 4. Besecker bought a broodmare, a 
broodmare prospect, five weanlings and a 
yearling for $162,000. The mini shopping 
spree came on the heels of a 31-yearling 
haul at the fall yearling sale in October. 

Besecker, whose company Emerald 
Asset Management manages more than 
$5 billion, is invested in the regional 
Thoroughbred industry—as an owner, a 
breeder and a buyer. 

“I go all over and buy everywhere,” he 
said midway through the day at Timonium. 
“But I like the state-bred programs in the 
Mid-Atlantic. I bought a lot of yearlings 
in October because I think those pro¬ 
grams are doing some interesting things. 
I’m especially liking what’s going on in 
Maryland but it looks like the Pennsylvania 
program is turning around too. It seems to 
have gotten back on its legs. I have really 
good trainers in the region and I like to give 


them stuff to be able to compete and this 
is a good place to do that.” 

Besecker didn’t really plan on buying 
a broodmare, but was hooked by Line of 
Best Fit, a now 9-year-old daughter of 
Trajectory whose racing career included 16 
wins and $658,690 in earnings. She placed 
third in the 2017 Delaware Handicap-Gl, 
won Laurel Park’s Shine Again Stakes that 
summer and won four races in a single sea¬ 
son three times. Besecker and advisor Jeff 
Matty went to $33,000 to get the Canadian- 
bred, who will be bred this year with an eye 
toward a 2020 regional-bred foal. 

“I didn’t come here to buy her, I saw 
her and saw what was going on and when 
she walked into the ring I thought she was 
gorgeous,” Besecker said. “There’s a pretty 
good chance I can breed her to something 
decent in Kentucky or regionally. She’ll 
foal here and have a Pennsylvania-bred or 
a Maryland-bred.” 

Hip 60 in the catalog, Line of Best Fit 
topped the mares’ portion of the sale. Hip 
63, stakes winner Look Who’s Talking, 
went for $30,000 to Carlos Moore, agent, 
while carrying a foal by Buffum. 


Besecker added a $17,000 mare in 
Sanibel Star, whose offspring include 
stakes winner Star Contender and four 
other winners. Consigned by Northview 
Stallion Station for Pennsylvania owner/ 
breeder Buttonwood Farm, the daughter 
of Unbridled’s Song is in foal to Jump 
Start. 

Besecker’s other buys included a 
$58,000 Super Saver—Thievery weanling 
filly. The bay Maryland-bred, sold by Bill 
Reightler for Gainesway Farm, brought 
some Kentucky sirepower but her new 
owner was just as excited about a $10,500 
weanling filly by Mosler. 

“I owned her dam Will Do and she could 
flat-out run,” said Besecker, whose racing 
stable had produced 78 wins (ninth in the 
country) through Dec. 9. The October 
yearlings, the December weanlings and the 
foals those mares will soon deliver are all 
destined for the racing program. Besecker 
is not a pinhooker. He buys and breeds to 
race, claims, places his horses where they 
can be successful and tries not to get ahead 
of himself while getting input from Matty, 
Northview’s Paul O’Loughlin and others. 

“The way the high end is going right 
now, I can’t play in the high end,” he said. 
“I would consider myself a middle-end 
player and there’s no such thing anymore. 
It’s either very, very high end or very low 
end. Years ago, there were people who 
came together in the middle and now 
it’s kind of disappeared. I think I can 
take advantage of that a little bit. I’m a 
small-cap money manager. There are inef-

ficiencies in the small-cap market and I 
look at that the same way I look at this. 
How do you overcome those inefficien¬ 
cies? Research. We do a ton of research. 
We do a lot work.” 

And they buy a lot of horses. 

Peace and Justice shines 

Northview PA stallion Peace and Justice 
got off to a quick start in the sales ring with 
first-crop weanling colts going for $87,000 
and $80,000 as Hips 141 and 145. 

Lane’s End Bloodstock bought the first, 
a Pennsylvania-bred out of Frolicking Gal. 
The dam, a daughter of Discreet Cat, 


raced for Peace and Justice’s owner A1A 
Racing. She lost all six starts, but is from 
the family of graded stakes winners Azar, 
Woodlander and Coal Front among others. 

The second, out of the Arch mare 
High Step Arch, went to agent Nick 
Sallusto. Also a Pennsylvania-bred from 
the Northview consignment, the dark bay 
is from the family of French champion 
Peintre Celebre. 

Virginia breeders Jimmy and Emily 
Day got $65,000 (on a bid by Champion 
Equine) for their Upstart colt out of Port 
Authority, a Stormy Atlantic mare pur¬ 
chased as a 2-year-old for $21,000 in 2015. 


The Louisiana-bred never raced, but is a 
sister to stakes winners Icy Atlantic and 
Wild Promises. Emily Day bought Port 
Authority on something of a lark while 
on a “girls’ trip” to Kentucky with Susie 
Chatfield-Taylor. 

“She was in a sale with all babies and 
mares, and nobody was looking at her,” 
said Emily Day. “I just loved her page. 
She’s very pretty, very feminine. Jimmy 
and I have so many places we can stick a 
horse—it can race, it can go to a sale, it can 
be a broodmare. I just took a flinger on 
her and I thought it was a bargain for the 
page she had.” 

Port Authority showed ability while 
training, but struggled with shin prob¬ 
lems and became a 3-year-old broodmare. 
Her first foal, by Congrats, will sell as a 
2-year-old this year and she’s in foal to 
Exaggerator. 

Regular Timonium buyer Carrie Brog- 
den of Machmer Hall went to $60,000 
to land a Carpe Diem colt from the con¬ 
signment of Takaro Farm. The West 
Virginia-bred is out of Grey Traffic, a 
Grade 2-placed mare whose seven foals to 
race (all winners) include stakes winners 
Ullapool and John Barleycorn. 

Takaro’s Mark Sell and Hector Alcalde 
spent $40,000 to buy Grey Traffic at 
Keeneland November in 2012 and have 
been rewarded with sales prices of $57,000, 
$67,000 and $100,000 in addition to the 
2018 colt. 

“She does nothing but produce nice 
babies,” said Sell. “He’s a nice colt so I 
thought he would bring something like 
that. We enjoy coming to Timonium and 
have done well here. The Mid-Atlantic 
program is a good one.” 

New York trainer Carlos Martin bought 
the top horse of racing age when he went to 
$50,000 to get Halstaat. Now 3, the son of 
Munnings and the War Front mare Social 
Amber finished fifth and sixth in his only 
two starts for Three Diamonds Farm and 
trainer Mike Trombetta. The bay gelding 
was part of a supplemental catalog at the 
end of the sale that produced solid trade 
with numerous regional trainers going after 
racing prospects. Buyers included Uriah St. 
Lewis (who spent $40,000 to acquire Ohio- 
bred stakes winner Forewarned), Ronney 
Brown, Ricky Hendriks, Ferris Allen, Mike 
Gorham, Trombetta, Andy Simoff, Jamie 
Ness and others. 

The racing-age portion of the sale 
lacked the depth of 2017, where the dis¬ 
persal of Harry Weisleder’s horses includ¬ 
ed a $100,000 sale, but once again exhib¬ 
ited strength.

“Clearly there’s a need for it and hope¬ 
fully more people that have racing-age will 
consider this as an option for horses that 
don’t need to go to Florida or don’t fit the 
level of where their stable wants to be,” 
said Fasig-Tipton’s Paget Bennett. “We had 
a lot of requests [to add racehorses to the 
sale], we had trainers requesting it a couple 
years ago to buy Hopefully we can just 
keep building on it.” 

Serving a Purpose 

The winter mixed sale, which has seen 
many iterations over the years (December, 
January, December and February), will 
never quite match the production of the 
May 2-year-old sale or even the fall yearling 
sale—but there’s a need. 

Bennett goes back to when there were 
two mixed sales (December and February) 
and when December lasted two days and 
one of those was nothing but broodmares. 
That kind of demand for mares just isn’t 
there at the moment, for a variety of rea¬ 
sons, but plenty changed hands. Timonium

will always closely follow the success or 
failure of regional stallions, and the region 
is still searching for a solid commercial 
stallion. The Peace and Justice sales were 
a welcome sign. Weanlings by Mosler sold 
well. The more-proven Great Notion had 
a $21,000 colt and a $12,000 filly. But 
Kentucky stallions accounted for much of 
the higher-end demand. 

“It was fun to see the first crop from 
a Mid-Atlantic sire do so well,” Bennett 
said of Peace and Justice. “I know that 
when they were entering, Northview PA 
said they were getting ready to put some 
really nice Peace and Justice babies in. . . 
they wanted to make sure they hit the 
market with the best horses to get good 
representation. It looks like they did and it 
worked out.” 

The sale produced 201 sales for 
$1,911,100 in gross returns and an aver¬ 
age of $9,508. Both numbers were down 
compared to December 2017, when 221 
sold for more than $2.4 million, but were 
better than the sales held in January 2017 
and January 2016.

Bill Reightler led all consigners with 
$599,200 in returns, but also topped the 
group with 67 going in the ring. In the 
end, all but 10 sold, Reightler survived the 
logistical nightmare and was happy with 
the sale. 

He credited assistants Ron Cowherd 
and Hope Haas with keeping the whole 
thing moving, and said they wisely divided 
their consignment in two—24 broodmares 
in one group and 43 weanlings, yearlings 
and racing-age horses in another. The 
most-seasoned employees went with the 
bigger group while Reightler, Cowherd, 
Haas and a few other staffers used two-way 
radios with earpieces and headphones to 
help keep it all moving. 

“That eliminated a lot of yelling,” 
Reightler said with a laugh. “It’s challeng¬ 
ing, because it seemed like we had a horse

Reightier’s top horses included the 
Super Saver weanling Besecker purchased, 
racing-age horse Forewarned, brood¬ 
mare prospect Line of Best Fit, a $30,000 
Shackleford weanling and $27,000 brood¬ 
mare Cookie. 

“No complaints,” Reightler said. “I try 
to put some horses in there that will 
command some respect. This sale works. 
It doesn’t disappoint. It was a fair, dis¬ 
criminating sale and typical of what we’ve 
been seeing. The numbers were right near 
where they were last year when there were 
a couple of dispersals that helped it. You 
look for the bright spots, but I have to say 
the horses that were the likely prospects to 
bring the most money did.” W

Better Late 

West Virginia-bred Late Night PowWow 
handles out-of-town trip in stakes score

L ate Night Pow Wow handled maiden, 
allowance, black-type and even graded 
stakes company through the first nine 
starts of her brief career. She hadn’t been 
asked to do any of it away from her home 
base at Charles Town Races until trainer 
Javier Contreras and Breeze Easy’s Mike 
Hall opted to send the 3-year-old West 
Virginia-bred filly out of town for start 
No. 10. 

She handled that, too, running her 
record to 9-for-10 with a victory over fel¬ 
low graded stakes winner Ms Locust Point 
in the $100,000 Willa On the Move Stakes 
at rainy Laurel Park Nov. 24. 

“What a race, what a race. What a filly,” 
Contreras said after the daughter of Fiber 
Sonde scored by 5 lengths in the 6-furlong 


stakes. “We knew we had a shot. She’s the 
real deal.” 

Contreras thought enough of Late 
Night Pow Wow, winner of the Charles 
Town Oaks-G3 in September and two 
other stakes back home this past summer 
and fall, to send her to Maryland a few days 
in advance of the Willa On the Move. Late 
Night Pow Wow breezed a bullet half-mile 
in :47 four days before the stakes start. 

“We brought her up here [because] 
sometimes when you run from there they 
get a little tired,” Contreras said of Laurel. 
“We wanted her to get a good work in here 
and get used to the track, and it worked.” 

Sent off as the 7-2 fourth choice in 
the field behind Shimmering Aspen, Ms 
Locust Point and Liz’s Cable Girl, Late 


Night Pow Wow and regular jockey Fredy 
Peltroche rated in fifth early after bearing 
in leaving the starting gate. They angled 
out around the far turn and inched up to 
fourth through a half-mile in :45.48, but 
were still 5/4 lengths back with a quarter- 
mile to run. 

Late Night Pow Wow continued her 
rally in the six path of the stretch and, 
despite racing on her left lead through 
the lane, rolled past pacesetter Ms Locust 
Point inside the eighth pole to win going 
away. She won in 1:10.53 over the sealed 
and muddy main track. 

“This fill y, she likes this track,” Peltroche 
said. “She’s a big filly, and that’s why we 
worked here this week. She really likes this 
track.” 

Late Night Pow Wow, out of the Indian 
Charlie mare Holy Pow Wow and bred by 
John McKee, won her seventh straight and 
improved her earnings to $409,400 with 
the victory. Her lone defeat came as the 
odds-on choice in the $50,000 Its Binn 
Too Long Stakes at Charles Town April 21, 
eight days after winning her 2018 debut in 
a 4/4-furlong allowance. 

Contreras said the filly earned a rest 
after her out-of-town success. 

“Right now we’re going to take a little 
time and talk to the new connections and 
see what they’d like to do with her,” he 
said. “She deserves a little break right now.” 

Breeze Easy purchased the filly from 
Contreras following her victory in the West 
Virginia “Cavada” Breeders Classic Stakes 
in October. 

The Nov. 24 card also featured a win¬ 
ning stakes debut for Richard Golden’s 
Victory Rally in the $75,000 Geisha Stakes 
for Maryland-bred fillies and mares going 
1 mile on the main track. The daughter of 
Jump Start won her second straight, three 
weeks after taking a 7-furlong allowance at 
Laurel, to cap off her 4-year-old campaign. 

Trained by Michael Matz and ridden 
by Jorge Vargas Jr., Victory Rally defeated 
Another Broad by a neck in the Geisha. 
Last year’s Geisha winner and 3-1 favorite, 
My Magician, finished third in the field of 
eight. 

SALUTE THE TROOPS DAY 

Laurel rolled out five stakes worth 
$500,000 in purses for its Nov. 10 Salute 
the Troops Day program the day before 
Veteran’s Day. Turf sprint stakes winner 
Majestic Dunhill transferred his form to 
the main track to win the $100,000 City of 
Laurel Stakes for 3-year-olds.

Feargal Lynch rode the winner for 
owner R. A. Hill Stable and trainer George 
Weaver, guiding the Majesticperfection 
gelding from ninth by nearly a dozen 
lengths after the opening quarter-mile to 
a half-length victory at 9-1. Smooth B 
finished second, Oldies But Goodies third 
and 9-5 favorite Old Time Revival checked 
in last of nine in the 7-furlong stakes. 

“This was his first time on the dirt. He 
ran very good in a lot of turf stakes and it 
was just a trial today,” Lynch said. “They 
supplemented him into this race so it was a 
big ask and I’m glad they did. To be honest, 
I couldn’t see how far back I was but knew 
when I got him into the straight and got 
him outside I thought I was going to run 
them down.” 

Majestic Dunhill improved to 3-for-5 
on the season with the victory. He won the 
My Frenchman Stakes at Monmouth Park 
in July and came into the Laurel race off a 
second in the Franklin-Simpson Stakes at 
Kentucky Downs in mid-September. 

Trevor McCarthy enjoyed a big day on 
the Salute the Troops card, winning the 
$100,000 Safely Kept Stakes aboard Naveed 
Chowhan’s America’s Tale, $100,000 Smart 
Halo Stakes on Charles Biggs’ Congrats 
Gal and the $100,000 James F. Lewis III 
with Kathleen Willier’s Scrap Copper. 
McCarthy also won the opener, a maiden 
claimer aboard Paz the Wine. 

Stronach Stables’ Unbridled Juan, sub¬ 
bing for his multiple graded stakes-winning 
stablemate Something Awesome, took the 
final stakes of the day when he fended 
off Dalmore and seven others to win the 
$100,000 Richard W Small Stakes at 9 
furlongs.

Around the Ovals Parx Racing 

Career Year 

Trainer Coletti bumps purse earnings 
into seven-figure category for first time

A s the 2018 season at Parx Racing 
hurtled toward its conclusion, trainer 
Ed Coletti Jr. wished it would con¬ 
tinue indefinitely. 

Coletti, based on the Bensalem back- 
stretch for several decades, entered 
December at the conclusion of the best 
season of his career. Through November, 
he’d saddled winners of 40 races and 
$1,647,502 in earnings, the first time he’s 
achieved that purse level since getting his 
trainer’s license in 1989. 

The 2018 season brought Coletti his 
first graded stakes victory when Uptown- 
charlybrown Stud’s Dixie Serenade upset a 
quality field in the Victory Ride Stakes-G3 
at Belmont Park in July. Dixie Serenade 
also placed in two other stakes. In late 
November, Coletti saddled Uptown- 
charlybrown Stud and Godric LLC’s 
4-year-old Midtowncharlybrown to his first 
stakes win in the $200,000 Fabulous Strike 
at Penn National. 

Another talented runner who won an 
added-money event in 2018 for Coletti 
was the 3-year-old filly Smokinpaddylassie, 
owned by Edward and Gloria Bruzek, who 
captured the Beyond The Wire Stakes at 
Laurel Park in March, but didn’t find the 
winner’s circle again until Nov. 17 at Parx, 
when she prevailed in an allowance for 
Pennsylvania-breds under Roberto Rosado. 

A daughter of Paddy O’Prado bred by 
Richard Simoff, Smokinpaddylassie had 
been shelved since Aug. 4 when she was 
unplaced in the Jose L. Flores Memorial 
Stakes at Parx. She entered the allowance 
off a series of five drills in October and 
November, and was ready to roll in the 
6-furlong contest. 

Smokinpaddylassie stalked the early 
pace set by Celesse through the first half, 
then drew alongside that rival in upper 
stretch and battled to the wire, getting the 
nod by a neck. The win was her fourth in 


eight career starts, and pushed her earnings 
to $187,880. 

“When I ran her in New York [in the 
Gazelle Stakes-G2 April 7] after she won 
the Beyond The Wire Stakes, I didn’t get 
much out of her,” said Coletti, referring to 
the filly’s sixth at Aqueduct. “Then in July, 
I ran her back at Laurel on the turf [in the 
Stormy Blues Stakes] and she didn’t show 
any interest at all. Our goal early in the year 
was the Kentucky Oaks-Gl, and I thought 
maybe I had rushed her.” 

After Smokinpaddylassie finished ninth 
in the Flores Memorial, Coletti decided to 
give the gray a break. 

“The time off gave her a chance to 
regroup, and she bounced back well,” said 
Coletti. “She trained really well going into 
the allowance, and her class showed. She’s 
very game when she’s right.” 

Coletti said that Smokinpaddylassie’s 
owners, Edward and Gloria Bruzek, origi¬ 
nally had claiming stock, but shifted their 
focus to younger horses in recent years. 
The filly was a private purchase from her 
breeder Simoff, who operates the Twin 
Ponds training facility in Oxford, Pa. 

Other horses who did well for Coletti 
in 2018 include Mario Mangini’s Zipper’s 
Hero, winner of the $125,000 Dr. Teresa 
Garofalo Memorial Stakes Sept. 1. The 
now 6-year-old Pennsylvania-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Partner’s Hero won an allowance 
Nov. 27 to increase her 2018 statistics to 
four wins from six starts and $199,370. 

Also in November, Coletti conditioned 
Getting Warmer, a Pennsylvania-bred 
Algorithms filly, for owner-breeder and 
longtime Coletti client Arlene London of 
Tinton Falls, N.J., who races under the sta- 
blename Arlene’s Sun Star Stable. Getting 
Warmer broke her 2-year-old maiden Oct. 
14 and then easily handled four rivals in an 
open $60,720 allowance Nov. 6 to keep her 
record perfect. 


Coletti also sent out Midnightcharly, 
a year-younger full-brother to Midtown¬ 
charlybrown, to an easy romp in a Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred allowance Nov. 20 as the heavy 
favorite and improved to two wins and 
two seconds in four starts, and $81,920 in 
earnings. 

Born in Providence, R.I., Coletti moved 
to New Jersey in the mid-1970s. His father 
is also a trainer, having begun his career 
in 1976. 

“My grandfather was a trainer, and so 
is my dad, so I guess I didn’t have much 
say in the matter as to what I was going to 
eventually do,” said Coletti. “I never really 
wanted to do anything else; horses are in 
my blood.” 

Coletti began training horses for Fantasy 
Lane, the former name of Uptowncharly- 
brown Stud, through his association with 
the late New Jersey trainer Alan Seewald. 

“I was running the shed for Seewald 
when he trained Uptowncharlybrown, and 
when he passed away in 2010 I took over 
training of his horses,” said Coletti. 

■ FF Racing Stables’ Wildwood Vacation 
kept his record perfect at two starts, two 
wins, as he came back from his maiden- 
breaker Sept. 29 to win a Nov. 4 condi¬ 
tional allowance for 2-year-olds. 

A New York-bred son of Tizway out 
of the During mare Wildwood During, 
Wildwood Vacation was never headed, 
although he received a stiff challenge down 
the lane from heavily favored Splicethe- 
mainbrace. Wildwood Vacation dug down 
under Silvestre Gonzalez and was able to 
post a neck victory in 1:10.74. 

Trainer Lou Linder Jr. was in the midst 
of a bang-up year, with 54 victories and 
more than $1.4 million in purse earnings. 
At Parx, Linder won 43 races through Dec. 
3, enough to place him sixth in the trainer’s 
race. 

NOTES: Call Paul, winner of the 
Saratoga Special Stakes-G2 in August for 
trainer Jason Servis for a partnership led 
by Michael Dubb, bounced back from two 
graded stakes defeats to take the $100,000 
Pennsylvania Nursery Stakes against fellow 
state-breds Dec. 1. Sent off at 1-5 in the 
field of eight, he won by 5 lengths over 
Jump for Alex and Splicethemainbrace, 
covering the 7 furlongs in 1:25.73 . . . 
Through Dec. 4, Jagger Inc. led a tight 
owners’ leaderboard with 24 wins, two 
more than Top Notch Racing. ^

Worth the Effort 

Former $8,000 claimer Persie lands 
10th win of 2018 to top national ranks

T he year 2018 will long be remembered 
by Bryan and David Bushey, who 
head Bush Racing Stable. Not only 
have they enjoyed a prosperous season, 
but made a shrewd claim in May that has 
brought a bit of national attention. 

The May 24 claim at Penn National 
came after much discussion between the 
Busheys and trainer Lester Stickler Jr., and 
they dropped the slip for the then 5-year- 
old Street Sense gelding Persie for $8,000. 
Persie subsequently became a win machine, 
collecting seven for his new connections — 
and 10 for the year—to rank as co-leader as 
the winningest horse in North America in 
2018. Through Dec. 9, Persie was tied with 
the Penn National-based Blow the Whistle 
and Hot Rodin for the honor. 

Three weeks after being claimed, Persie 
ran third in an allowance at the Grantville 
oval, then won his first race for Bush 
Racing in a similar spot July 11. Another 
third followed in a starter allowance at the 
end of July, and then the gelding reeled 
off six consecutive victories from Aug. 
9 to Nov. 10. The streak ended when he 
was off the board in the Swatara Stakes 
Nov. 21. 


Persie’s efforts resulted in $111,132 
earned during the season while pushing his 
career numbers to 16 wins in 46 starts and 
$221,192. 

“It was honestly a tough decision to 
claim Persie and a lot of back and forth 
between my dad [Bryan], Lester Stickler 
and myself,” said David Bushey. “We had 
been beaten by Persie earlier in the year 
and were really impressed with his effort. 
When he ran back for $5,000 we didn’t 
pull the trigger on the claim, and he ran big 
again. So when he came back for $8,000 we 
took a long hard look, knowing we were 
likely overpaying based on his prior claim 
levels, but loved the fact that he still had 
the allowance condition and was eligible 
for starter races. I have to give the credit, 
though, to my dad, who really pressed hard 
to claim Persie. He loved him.” 

Persie started his career in September 
2015 at Delaware Park in the First State 
Dash Stakes for his owner/breeder Stuart 
Grant’s The Elkstone Group. He didn’t win 
his first race until a year later at Delaware 
Park, when he prevailed in a maiden-claim¬ 
ing event for trainer Kelly Rubley. The 


gelding then bounced around in several 
outfits before joining the Bushey’s stable. 

■ Penn National kicked off the Thanks¬ 
giving holiday with a trifecta of added- 
money events the day before Turkey Day, 
Nov. 21. 

The highlight was the $200,000 Fabu¬ 
lous Strike Stakes going 6 furlongs for older 
horses. Seven sprinters went to the post, 
with the Jeff Runco-trained Lewis field 
installed as the favorite. In the end, though, 
10-1 Midtowncharlybrown registered his 
first stakes victory flagfall to finish over 
fellow longshot Rockinn On Bye, with 
Lewis field third. 

Midtowncharlybrown, now 5, is a Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred son of Uptowncharlybrown 
trained by Parx Racing-based Ed Coletti Jr. 

The chestnut came into the Fabulous 
Strike off a fourth in allowance company 
at Parx Oct. 13, but that didn’t dampen 
the enthusiasm of any of his many co¬ 
owners in the Uptowncharlybrown Stud, 
a syndicate headed by Bob Hutt. He’s also 
co-owned by breeder Godric LLC. 

With Mychel Sanchez aboard, Midtown¬ 
charlybrown clicked off swift splits of 
:21.91 and :44.71, while steadily increasing 
his lead around the turn and into the 
stretch. The grizzled campaigner Rockinn 
On Bye launched a rally from far back and 
tried to cut into that advantage, but after 5 
furlongs in :56.95 Midtowncharlybrown 
showed no signs of slowing down. He won 
by 2 3 / 4 lengths in 1:10.15. 

The $117,600 first-place prize increased 
Midtowncharlybrown’s lifetime earnings to 
$336,668, with his record standing at eight 
wins from 16 starts. 

Earlier in his career Midtowncharly¬ 
brown was second in the 2017 Danzig 
Stakes at Penn National, and finished third 
in the Banjo Picker Sprint Stakes at Parx 
this past September. 

“He trained really well for this race 
[the Fabulous Strike],” said Coletti. “The 
deeper track at Parx got him beat in the 
race before. He’s a smaller horse, and he 
doesn’t get over the Parx surface as well as 
this one. He has a lot of gas, and this track 
was perfect for him.” 

Coletti pointed out that Midtown¬ 
charlybrown now has seven lifetime starts 
at Penn National, and has won five, in addi¬ 
tion to the second in the Danzig. 

“I saw the Fabulous Strike in the condi¬ 
tion book and I pointed him for it,” said 
Coletti. “I thought, if we were going to win 
a stakes race, it would be at Penn National, 
and it turned out really well.”

Midtowncharlybrown is out of the 
Speightstown mare Torchwood. His full- 
brother, the now 4-year-old Midnightcharly, 
captured an allowance at Parx under 
Sanchez the day before the Fabulous Strike. 

Coletti said that Midtowncharlybrown 
was given last winter off, but he will 
probably be kept in training into 2019. 

In the $100,000 Blue Mountain Juvenile 
Fillies Stakes for Pennsylvania-breds at 
6 furlongs (with another $25,000 added 
to the purse for Pennsylvania-sired run¬ 
ners), Smart Angle LLC’s Please Flatter 
Me showed that her maiden romp was no 
fluke as she dominated a field of nine rivals 
under Alex Cintron. 

Sent right to the lead at the break 
despite getting bumped, the daughter of 
Munnings quickly controlled the pace, set¬ 
ting splits of :21.98 and :45.64 and rolled 
into the stretch with a 2-length advan¬ 
tage over the Coletti-trained Tara’s Talent. 
Please Flatter Me began to draw away 
through 5 furlongs, and she came home 
4 lengths better than the rallying Ujjayi in 
1:11.24, with Tara’s Talent a neck back in 
third. 

Trainer Mark Reid bought Please Flatter 
Me as a short yearling out of the January 
2017 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic winter mixed 
sale for $12,000 from the consignment of 
Becky Merkel. 

“I just happened to walk by with a 
cup of coffee, and saw she was a correct 
Pennsylvania-bred, and by a sire I liked,” 
said Reid. “I thought, why not?’ and ended 
up buying her for Dan Ryan [who races 
under the Smart Angle stable name].” 

In her career debut Oct. 13, Please 
Flatter Me humbled rivals at Penn National, 
winning by 814 lengths. That prompted 
Reid to try her in the Blue Mountain 
Juvenile Fillies, and she didn’t disappoint. 

“She does have some talent,” Reid 
deadpanned after the trophy presentation 
in the winner’s circle. 

Out of the Flatter mare She’s Flattering, 
Please Flatter Me was bred in the Keystone 
State by Mary Katherine Haire. Haire 
bought She’s Flattering out of the 2016 
Keeneland January horses of all ages sale 
for $30,000 while carrying Please Flatter 
Me. 

John Julia’s Jump Start gelding Johnny 
Jump Up came into the $100,000 Swatara 
Stakes as a 7-year-old without a stakes 
victory, despite posting consistently high 
speed figures in most of his 42 lifetime 
starts. The Swatara proved the right spot 
to add some black type to his pedigree 
and he sprang the upset in the lVb-mile 
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Getting his first stakes win over a solid group of sprinters, Midtowncharlybrown makes it look 
easy in the Fabulous Strike Stakes, part of a big Thanksgiving Eve card at Penn National.

test for open company. He won by three- 
quarters of a length over Monongahela, 
with favored Dr Blarney third. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by Charles C.D. 
McGill, Johnny Jump Up has won 11 
times from his 43 starts, with earnings of 
$344,044. He was fourth in the Swatara 
in 2017 while racing for different con¬ 


nections. His current owner claimed him 
in June for $16,000-he has won three of 
four starts since. 

Johnny Jump Up is out of the Awesome 
Again mare Queen Kennelot, and therefore 
a half-brother to the two-time Maryland 
Hunt Cup timber stakes winner Senior 
Senator. ^

Repeat Performances 

Runnin’toluvya adds A Huevo Stakes 
for eighth win of 2018 racing season

S everal stakes that closed out the 2018 
racing season at Hollywood Casino at 
Charles Town Races showcased some 
of the top West Virginia-bred runners of 
the year, and they didn’t disappoint. 

Fresh off a victory in the West Virginia 
Breeders Classic Stakes, Grams Racing 


Stable’s Runnin’toluvya was a dominant 
winner Nov. 10 of the $50,000 A Huevo 
Stakes, a 1 %-mile fixture that produced 
the identical one-two-three-four finish 
from the lVs-mile Classic on Oct. 13. It 
marked the eighth victory in nine starts of 
Runnin’toluvya’s 4-year-old season. As of 


mid-December he was the leader by wins 
at Charles Town in 2018. 

Ridden as usual by Oscar Flores for 
trainer Tim Grams, Runnin’toluvya gunned 
to an early 2-length lead and maintained 
the same margin throughout in a final 
time of 1:51.92. Coleswood Farm’s North 
Atlantic was second, 3% lengths ahead of 
Weekend Liberty, another Coleswood run¬ 
ner, with Roger Mattei’s Awesome Faith 
another eight-plus lengths back in fourth. 

A two-time winner at 2, Runnin’toluvya 
missed his entire 3-year-old season. The 
gray returned in April 2018, easily captur¬ 
ing a Charles Town allowance, and just 
missed an undefeated season when sec¬ 
ond, by a neck, to William and Mary in 
allowance company in May. The gelded 
son of Fiber Sonde and the Not For Love 
mare Lov’emnrun, bred by Leslie Cromer, 
earned $276,730 in 2018 to boost his 
career total to $329,096. 

David Raim’s T Rex Express followed 
up on her win in the West Virginia Breeders 
Classic Distaff Stakes with a wire-to-wire 
score over Frozen Tundra and Starlight 
Flight in the My Sister Pearl Stakes Nov. 
17. Conditioned by Jeff Runco, who held a 
sizable lead in the local trainer standings as 
the meet neared its end, T Rex Express 
continued to show her affinity for VA 
miles, which she covered in 1:55.57 on a 
track rated muddy with Gerald Almodovar 
aboard. She dominated the My Sister Pearl 
in 2017 for her first stakes win. 

By Warrior’s Reward out of the Maria’s 
Mon mare Chocolate Mon, T Rex Express 
was bred by Mr. and Mrs. John Link. In 
recording her 12th win in 28 starts through 
age 5, she has earnings of $324,081. 

There were a pair of 2-year-old state- 
bred stakes post-WVBC and one —the 
$50,000 Eleanor Casey Memorial Dec. 1 - 
improved on a third in the West Virginia 
Triple Crown Nutrition Breeders Classic 
Stakes for fillies. Owner/breeder Melinda 
Golden’s Parisian Diva, ridden by J.D. 
Acosta and trained by Stacey Viands, was 
a 5-length winner over Skylar’s Trick in 
1:27.73 for 7 furlongs. 

By Freedom Child out of the Wildcat 
Heir mare Paris Heiress, Parisian Diva ran 
her record to 2-for-4, with a second and 
third in West Virginia-bred stakes. 

Taylor Mountain Farm’s Scottish Man 
missed the WVBC, but in the West Virginia 
Futurity he defeated the first- and sec¬ 
ond-place finishers of the West Virginia 
Vincent Moscarelli Memorial Breeders 
Classic Stakes—Burnin Ring O Fire and 
Midday Man. Ridden by Jose Montano for

trainer James Casey, Scottish Man won the 
Futurity in 1:27.73 for 7 furlongs to earn 
his second career victory 

Bred by Casey, Scottish Man, by Chari¬ 
table Man out of the My Boy Adam mare 
Scottish Punch, circled the other four in 
the Futurity on the far turn and won by 1 % 
lengths over Midday Man. Burnin Ring O 
Fire, a two-time stakes winner and the 2-5 
favorite, checked in fourth. 

BY THE NUMBERS 

On the business side, it appeared 
Charles Town would continue its growth 
trend in terms of wagering per race on the 
live racing product. 

Through Nov. 30, average pari-mutuel 
handle per race was $148,612, up 7.2 per¬ 
cent from $138,253 for the first 11 months 
of 2017, according to Erich Zimny, vice 
president of racing operations for the 
track. Handle per race in 2017 was up 19 
percent from 2016 at Charles Town. 

Track management and the Charles 
Town Horsemen’s Benevolent and Pro¬ 
tective Association agreed on 162 live 
racing programs for 2019, and the first 
four months have been approved by the 
West Virginia Racing Commission. The 
commission was expected to approve the 
remainder of the calendar after Charles 
Town requests to reduce the number of 
dates from the 220 required by state stat¬ 
ute; a meeting at which the 2019 stakes 
schedule was to be discussed was planned 
for mid-December. 

In late August Charles Town became 
the first casino in West Virginia to offer 
sports betting and, according to West 
Virginia Lottery, weekly handle on sports 
has steadily grown. 

After a soft launch in late August that 
generated $457,787 in bets, wagering grad¬ 
ually increased to $2.1 million the first 
week of October and $2.89 million for 
the first reporting period in November. 
For the week of Nov. 24, handle topped 
$3 milli on for the first time for a total of 
almost $28 million in three months. 

West Virginia law doesn’t carve out 
a percentage of sports betting revenue 
for purses at the state’s racetracks as it 
does with video lottery terminals and table 
games, but casino officials believe sports 
betting can attract new customers who 
will play other games at their facilities and 
perhaps wager on horse races. The state 
“privilege” tax on sports bets at all casinos 
in the state is 10 percent. 
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Runnin’toluvya skips to the wire in the A Huevo Stakes, his eighth win of 2018.

“There’s a ton more foot traffic, and 
it has added some juice to the building,” 
Zimny said. 

Charles Town, located not far from 
the Maryland, Pennsylvania and Virginia 
borders, currently has a regional monopoly 
on legal on-site sports betting. The clos¬ 
est outlet is also owned by Penn National 
Gaming Inc.-Hollywood Casino at Penn 
National Race Course near Harrisburg, Pa. 

That’s expected to change at some 
point. On Dec. 4 the Council of the 
District of Columbia voted in favor of 
legislation authorizing sports betting in the 


nation’s capital, with one more council vote 
necessary to put it over the top. Officials 
have said they hope to offer betting in the 
spring of 2019. 

In Virginia, lawmakers have indicated 
they plan to introduce sports betting leg¬ 
islation during the 2019 session; the lan¬ 
guage calls for the Virginia Lottery to regu¬ 
late it. There could be revised legislation 
in Maryland in 2019 as well-a bill passed 
the House and then failed to progress—but 
final approval would have to wait until a 
statewide referendum in 2020. #

Taking Stock 

The 2018 season provided a plethora 
of worthy story lines, tight title races

T he National Steeplechase Association 
season reaches a finish line each year, 
at which point the horses and people 
involved get a chance to catch their breath - 
even if they’ll miss the action. 
Wheeeewwww. 

While not the best thing about American 
jump racing, that fact occupies a spot 
on the list somewhere. The 2018 season 
wrapped up in Charleston, S.C., Nov. 11 
and left behind plenty of moments. In no 
particular order, here are some of the best: 

The Jack and Ricky Show: Trainers 
Jack Fisher and Ricky Hendriks went at it 
like Ali and Frazier—without the upper¬ 
cuts-for the NSA championship. The 
Pennsylvania-based Hendriks built an early 
lead in the spring, kept winning races 
through the limited summer season and 
was still in front through October. Despite 
saying (repeatedly), “I’ve got him right 
where I want him,” Fisher was in serious 
jeopardy of seeing his streak of training 
championships end at six. 

Champion jump jockey of 1986 and 
1987, Hendriks aimed to make history of 
his own as no one has won NSA titles as a 
jockey and a trainer. The 2018 crown came 
down to the final two weekends. Heading 
into the racing of Nov. 3, Hendriks led by 
two wins. At Callaway Gardens in Georgia, 
Fisher won three while Hendriks struck 
out. At Montpelier in Virginia, neither 
trainer won a race. They were blanked 
again the next day at the Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup. 

That left Fisher ahead by a single vic¬ 
tory with one day of racing, Charleston, 
to go. They each ran six horses in the 
day’s five jump races. Cyril Murphy won 
the first. Fisher won the second. Hendriks 
won the third. Needing a win to force a 
tie, the Hendriks-trained Go Get the Basil 
settled for second and that was that. Fisher

22 wins, Hendriks 21. Fisher won his 12th 
championship with numbers, sending out 
128 starters to Hendriks’ 95. Only Doc 
Cebu represented Fisher among the top 10 
horse earners. Hendriks put three on the 
list. Good show gentlemen. 


Nagle’s Charge: The jockey champi¬ 
onship also came down to the end with 
Darren Nagle finally catching Jack Doyle 
to win 17-16. Nagle broke a 16-all tie on 
the season’s final day when Moss Code 
won the opener, a maiden claiming hur¬ 
dle. An Irish native, Nagle rode his first 
American races in 2005 and over time 
became a go-to veteran on the circuit. His 
2018 mounts included novice champion 
Iranistan, who rose from maiden races to 
Grade 1 placings at Saratoga. Nagle won a 
novice stakes with Ice It in November and 
also picked up two important wins with 
Katnap (Fr) late in the year. Doyle took the 
lead with two wins on the season’s first day 
at Aiken in March, and nearly made it last 
all year before settling for second. 

A Grand Hundred: Ross Geraghty, 
champion jockey of 2012, became the 
40th jockey to win 100 American jump 
races when he guided Optimus Prime (Fr) 
home first in the New York Turf Writers 
Cup-Gl at Saratoga in August. 

House Call: Only one timber horse 
has done more as quickly as Doc Cebu, 
who rolled to a second consecutive cham¬ 
pionship for Fisher and owners Charlie 
Fenwick, Charlie Noell and Mike Hankin. 
The 9-year-old lost his seasonal debut at 
Middleburg in April, then won four in a row 
including the Willowdale Stakes, Genesee 
Valley Hunt Cup and International Gold 
Cup. The Hard Spun gelding has won eight 
of 10 over timber. Saluter, also trained by 
Fisher, won 11 of his first 13 en route to 
four championships and a record 21 tim¬ 
ber wins in the 1990s. 

New Stars?: Face it, the champion¬ 
ship hurdle division looks nothing like the 
glory days of a few years ago. McDynamo, 
Good Night Shirt, Hirapour (GB) and 
a few others were as good as it gets and 
seemed to come back for years. Now, it’s 
more like college basketball-one (year) 
and done. Zanjabeel (GB) looked like 
the best horse of 2018 with wins in the 
Iroquis-Gl and Lonesome Glory-Gl, and 
was on the verge of being the favorite in 
October’s Grand National-Gl when he 
went to the sidelines with a tendon injury. 
He’ll be back, but it was a big loss and went 
up alongside other recent sidelined leaders 
Scorpiancer (Ire), Rawnaq (Ire), Dawalan 
(Fr) and Mr. Hot Stuff. Zanjabeel’s under¬ 
study Optimus Prime (Fr) won a Grade 1 
at Saratoga, finished third in the Lonesome 
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Darren Nagle won his second 
consecutive jockey championship. 


Glory and dazzled in the Grade 2 Zeke 
Ferguson Memorial at Great Meadow in 
October. The next tier includes up-and- 
comers Iranistan, Belisarius (Ire), Boss 


Man, Invocation (Fr), maybe even dynamic 
3-year-old winner Caldbeck (GB) and a 
few others. Here’s to big comebacks, long 
careers and worthy rivals. 

New Name: Marylander George 
Mahoney has been involved in racing for 
decades, but took it all to a new level in 
2018 as his Rosbrian Farm claimed the 
owner championship with $712,050 earned. 
It’s the first title for Rosbrian, which out¬ 
paced perennial contender Irv Naylor’s 
$451,250. Stakes horses Zanjabeel and 
Optimus Prime led the way, but Mahoney’s 
charges won at every level—taking down 
14 races from 54 starts. 

Connections: Jump racing should 
always look to promote crossover and a 
deeper embrace of the Thoroughbred 
industry and the success of Belisarius (Ire) 
will go a long way. His flat career bottomed 
out at Golden Gate Fields in December 
2017, but he won two of five hurdle starts 
in 2018 (including the $125,000 Foxbrook 
novice stakes at Far Hills). Now trained by

Kate Dalton in South Carolina, the 8-year- 
old races for Gary Barber, Wachtel Stable 
and Brous Stable—better known for team-

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ing up on flat horses Tiz Shea D, Sharia 
Rae, Next Shares, Ron the Greek, Still 
Having Fun, Channel Maker and others. 

Visiting Teams: Irish jockeys discov¬ 
ered American steeplechasing years ago. 
Now it’s time for the owners and train¬ 
ers. Leading trainer Gordon Elliott came 
over for the rich Far Hills card in October 
and landed the $450,000 Grand National 
with Jury Duty (Ire) for owner Sideways 
Syndicate. Another Irish raider, Tornado 
Watch (Ire), finished second. The moves 
are welcome, and good for racing, but the 
Yanks will need to step up their games. 

You can bet on it: Far Hills hosted 
its first pari-mutuel card, teaming up with 
Monmouth Park to help with the distribu¬ 
tion, in October and was rewarded with 
$355,000 in handle. It’s not the big time, 
but it’s a start and could be a model for 
NS A meets to follow. 

You can bet on it 2: The Virginia and 
International Gold Cup meets continued 
to offer wagering at spring and fall meets, 


respectively, on the Great Meadow course. 
In October, race organizers teamed up 
with Xpressbet for account wagering. Like 
the Far Hills/Monmouth model, perhaps 
this is an area of expansion. 

You can see it: The NS A launched a 
high-definition video project with TPH 
Productions, which went into effect for 
the fall season and included an expansion 
of live-streaming capabilities. As with any 
new venture, there were some growing 
pains but look for a step forward in 2019. 

Hunt Cup Greatness: He’ll need to 
win again to truly join the most legendary 
of Worthington Valley legends, but Senior 
Senator won a second Maryland Hunt Cup 
in three years to spark some comparisons 
to historic names (and three-time winners) 
Jay Trump, Mountain Dew and so on. 
Trained by Joe Davies for Skip Crawford, 
the Pennsylvania-bred won the Grand 
National and the Hunt Cup in 2018—look¬ 
ing better than ever—and eyes a 9-year-old 
campaign in 2019. 


NOTES: The filly/mare division was 
limited in 2018, but the title went to Check 
Mark Stables’ Willow U. Richard Valentine 
trained the New York-bred daughter of 
Utopia (Jpn) . . . Other leaders for 2018 
were Irv Naylor (timber owner), Fisher 
(timber trainer), Nagle (timber jockey) and 
Eric Poretz (apprentice and amateur jock¬ 
ey) ... Kentucky’s High Hope races moved 
to September, and got rewarded at the 
entry box—even if the weather gods sent a 
monsoon. The new date should help in the 
longterm . . . Final participation numbers 
were mixed for the NS A with purses set¬ 
ting a record at $6,233,300 while other key 
measuring points (races, starters, horses, 
owners, trainers and jockeys) all decreas¬ 
ing. Individual races dipped 10 to 170, 
perhaps the lowest in history according to 
published NSA data dating to 1954. Only 
twice, in 1973 and 1974, has the race total 
dropped below 180 .. . The 2019 season 
starts at Aiken, S.C. March 23. ■

No Never No More to stand first season in Maryland 


A 4-year-old son of the highly success¬ 
ful Scat Daddy from a family of sires, 
including Europe’s 2018 leading first- 
crop sire, No Nay Never, will stand his first 
season at Faith and Brad Leatherman’s 
Winding Creek Farm in Union Bridge, Md. 
He is offered free to approved mares, with 
a non-refundable $350 booking fee payable 
in advance. 

“We are locating No Never No More in 
Maryland so he will be able to participate 
in the lucrative Maryland incentive pro¬ 
gram for state-breds and have access to 
quality mares,” said Irwin Olian, the 2017 
TOBA Breeder of the Year in Louisiana. 
Olian’s Tigertail Ranch has bred and cam¬ 
paigned the likes of two-time Louisiana 
Horse of the Year Mobile Bay. “As a first- 
year incentive to attract a large volume of 
mares, we are offering to breed to him for 
free.” 

No Never No More is the only son of 
the late Scat Daddy to stand in the Mid- 


Atlantic in 2019. Scat Daddy is the sire of 
eight crops, the youngest 2-year-olds of 
2018. His 112 stakes winners included 18 
in the U.S. in 2018, led by Triple Crown 
winner Justify. With crops in both hemi¬ 
spheres (after shuttling to South America 
for three seasons), Scat Daddy was the 
leading sire in Chile four consecutive years. 

No Never No More is out of Whose- 
theclownnow (by Tiznow), a half-sister to 
the dam of No Nay Never, thus making 
him three-quarter in blood to the stallion 
who has dominated the first-year sires in 
Europe in 2018, with double the earnings 
of any other sire. No Nay Never’s first 
crop has 26 winners, and his five stakes 
winners include undefeated Ten Sovereigns, 
winner of the Middle Park Stakes-Gl and 
Round Tower Stakes-G3. 

Bred in the U.S., No Nay Never was 
France’s champion 2-year-old after win¬ 
ning the Prix Morny-Gl, won the Group 2 
Norfolk Stakes in his only start in England, 


and was a graded stakes winner and second 
in the Breeders’ Cup Turf Sprint-Gl and 
Swale Stakes-G2 in the U.S. 

No Never No More’s second dam, 
graded stakes-placed Comical Cat, is also 
the dam of Ack Ack Handicap-G3 winner 
and sire Cat’s Career and stakes winner and 
sire Al’s River Cat. Others found in the 
family are English champion miler and sire 
Half a Year, millionaire and sire Event of 
the Year, and Del Mar Futurity winners 
Tamarando and Winning Pact. 

“We are very excited about the pros¬ 
pects for No Never No More,” said Olian, 
who notes that the colt suffered EPM at an 
early age, resulting in debilitating injuries 
which prevented him from racing. “He is a 
handsome, athletic individual with a lovely 
head and kind eye, exuding class as his 
pedigree would suggest.” 


NOTES AND UPDATES 


Private Interview gone 

Colonial Farms’ 2007 New Jersey 
Stallion of the Year Private Interview 
was euthanized Dec. 10, due to infirmi¬ 
ties from old age, at his longtime home 
in Colts Neck. He was 26. 

The sire of 120 winners from 176 
starters, and the earners of more than 
$9.5 million, Private Interview sired 
stakes winners Dixie Two Thousand, 
Midnight Express and Private Attack 
and dozens of runners with earnings in 
six figures. 

Private Interview made nine starts, 
all in California, and was never off the 
board. His three stakes-placings included 
a second to Petionville in the Grade 3 
La Jolla Handicap at Del Mar. The son 
of Nureyev was out of Grade 1-placed 
Sophisticated Girl and a half-brother to 
multiple graded winner Doneraile Court. 
Other distinquished runners found 
under his first dam included European 
champions Danehurst and Hooray and 
top juvenile Souvenir Copy. 

He covered three mares in his final 
season in 2016, resulting in one reported 
foal. 


Two stallions now stand at Colonial 
Farms - first-year Uncle Mo son Sea 
Wizard and II Postino, a son of Distorted 
Humor who has sired seven winners 
from 10 starters from 16 foals of racing 
age. 

First winner for Seville 

Suki’s Sevility became the first win¬ 
ner from the first U.S. crop of the late 
Heritage Stallions sire Seville (Ger) when 
she broke her maiden in a 6-furlong race 
for 2-year-old fillies at Penn National 
Dec. 5. Purchased by owner Joe Besecker 
for $1,000 at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
yearling sale in October 2017, the filly was 
bred in Pennsylvania by Elizabeth Barr 
out of the Eagle Eyed mare Leagleyeser. 

Seville, a Group 1-winning and Irish 
Derby-Gl-placed millionaire by world 
renowned sire Galileo (Ire), stood in 
Chile for three seasons, the first in 2014, 
and has three winners in that country. He 
was standing in Chesapeake City, Md., for 
$6,000 live foal at the time of his death in 
June 2017. 


Cool Cash enters 
stud in Maryland 

Hearts Desire Farm’s Cool Cash, a 
winning son of Dialed In, will stand his 
first season at Faith and Brad Leather- 
man’s Winding Creek Farm in Union 
Bridge, Md. His stud fee is $500 live foal. 

The first son of the popular Dialed 
In to enter stud, Cool Cash is out of the 
Distorted Humor mare Cash Reserve, a 
half-sister to stakes winners Sam Lord’s 
Castle and Golden Locket. Cool Cash is 
one of four winners from as many foals 
of racing age for Cash Reserve, who 
also produced to the cover of Dialed 
In stakes-placed Reckling, an earner of 
$194,436. 

Cool Cash’s second dam, Private 
Treasure, won the Grade 2 Alcibiades 
and three other stakes and finished sec¬ 
ond in the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Fillies 
Stakes-Gl. She is a half-sister to the dams 
of Puerto Rican champion Marablue 
Beauty and stakes winner Bear’s Future. 
It’s the family of millionaire Diversify, 
winner of the 2018 Whitney Stakes-Gl 
and the previous year’s Jockey Club Gold 
Cup Stakes-Gl.

MHBA celebrates 90 years 


"The formation of an organization, in whole or in part of persons, firms 
and/or corporations, who have been or are at the present, or who likely will be 
interested in the breeding and improvement of horses; the fostering and preserv¬ 
ing of traditions pertaining to the horse everywhere and particularly the fine 
traditions of the horse in Maryland ..." 

—From the Articles of Incorporation, Jan. 12,1929

T he Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association was in¬ 
corporated 90 years ago this 
month, becoming the first or¬ 
ganization of its kind in the 
country. While promoting all 
breeds, the MHBA drew the 
core of its support from the 
Thoroughbred industry. 

The founders "forged an 
association intended to en¬ 
courage the utilization of 
horses for sport and recreation 
and to protect the means of 
production that made Mary¬ 
land the most enduring stew¬ 
ard of our national equine her¬ 
itage," noted the late Tim 


Capps, former executive 
vice-president of the MHBA. 

Over the next 12 months 
the Maryland Horse will take a 
look at the association's histo¬ 
ry from the past nine decades. 
This month is a reprint, in 
part, from the MHBA's 75th 
anniversary publication by 
former MHBA president Josh 
Pons' on the creation and ear¬ 
ly days of the MHBA. 

Visionaries united 
by love of the horse 

Now, as then, it's all about 
ideas, from a body of men 
and women serving as board 


members of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association- 
the first, the oldest, such orga¬ 
nization in the country. 

Then was 1929. The ver¬ 
dant hills and valleys of 
Maryland grew horsemen 
like grass. Grandsons of Civil 
War cavalrymen, captains of 
commerce, transplanted Long 
Islanders in unspoiled coun¬ 
try, courtly politicians, daring 
steeplechase riders. Beauti¬ 
ful Maryland attracted the 
allegiance of such men, who 
shared in common a love of 
the horse, whether a flat racer 
at Pimlico, a Hunt Cup war- 




















rior, or a Sunday-safe riding 
horse. In the agrarian society 
of the late 1920s, these men all 
thought it a good idea to pool 
their talents into a team. 

At his desk, Louis McLane 
Merryman examined the orig¬ 
inal Articles of Incorporation 
drafted for the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. 
He put his chin in his hands, 
covering his muttonchop side¬ 
burns, and was lost in thought. 

Yes, to further all things to 
do with horses-ponies, race 
horses, draft horses-a broad

purpose for our association. 
I'll sign that. 

Dr. J. Fred Adams thought 
about his stable of race hors¬ 
es, of crisp spring mornings 
at state tracks such as Havre 
de Grace, the sun banking off 
the Chesapeake Bay as horses 
worked in the breaking day. 

It's time to band together 
to serve as stewards for this 
exciting pastime. Think what 
we'll accomplish if we work 
together. Where do I sign? 

Janon Fisher Jr. had horses 
to ride. 

Helluva good idea. He 
signed. 

The Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association became 
a legal entity on the signa¬ 
tures of these three men. Their 
first order of business? Elect a 
president. Breckinridge Long 
stood tall among the horse¬ 
men. Assistant Secretary of 
State during World War I. Gra¬ 
cious owner of the Monticello 
estate between the towns of 
Bowie and Laurel. Urbane. A 
born leader. First president of 
the MHBA. 

He surrounded himself 
with talented board members. 

H.G. "Hard Guy" Bedwell, 
trainer of Sir Barton, the first 
Triple Crown winner (1919); 



Breckinridge Long, left, was 
elected first president, and he in 
turn appointed the first board 
(clockwise from top center) 
consisting of H. Guy Bedwell, 
Goss L. Stryker, Howard Bruce, 
Edwin Warfield, and Sylvester 
Labrot Sr. 



Major Goss L. Stryker, a vet¬ 
eran of the Spanish-American 
War and Harford County farm 
owner; Sylvester W. Labrot Sr., 
owner of Holly Beach Farm 
near Annapolis; Edwin War- 
field, the son of a Maryland 
governor; Howard Bruce, 
Baltimore banker and owner 
of famed jumper Billy Barton. 
The starter's flag dropped, 
and the MHBA was off and 
running. 

A half-dozen years passed, 
and in 1936, Labrot's farm 
manager, Humphrey S. Fin¬ 
ney, was elected to the board. 
Author of A Stud Farm Diary , 
a day-to-day account of life on 
Labrot's farm serialized by The 
Blood-Horse in 1935 and '36, 
Finney had an idea he put be¬ 
fore the board: Why don't we 
do a monthly newsletter? 



Splendid idea, Finney. 
Head it up. 

Finney pulled some news¬ 
worthy items from his desk 
drawer, his "saddlebag" as 
he called it, and the periodi¬ 
cal Maryland Horse was born, 
weighing in at four pages at 
birth. Finney's idea would 
grow in time to be the stan¬ 
dard against which all other 
state breeders' magazines 
would be measured. Finney 
became field secretary for the 
MHBA and editor of the mag¬ 
azine. The "office" was a sec¬ 
ond floor bedroom in Finney's 
Towson home. ^

Maryland-breds sell well 
at Keeneland November Sale 


Three racing or brood¬ 
mare prospects bred and 
campaigned by Sagamore 
Farm were among the four 
highest priced Maryland- 
breds sold at the Keeneland 
November Sale, Nov. 5 to Nov. 
16 in Lexington, Ky. 

The most expensive, at 
$350,000, was stakes winner 
Ginger N Rye, purchased by 
Boomer Bloodstock, agent. 
The now 6-year-old daughter 
of More Than Ready last 
started in September 2017 
when off the board in the 
Presque Isle Downs Masters 
Stakes-G2. In her prior effort 
she won Saratoga's Smart N 
Fancy Stakes. She'd earlier 
finished second in the All 
Brandy and Dahlia stakes, and 
from 17 starts earned $296,973. 

Ginger N Rye is one of two 
winners for the Mr. Greeley 
mare La Milanesa, a half-sister 
to millionaire and champion 
sire Bowman's Band and to 
the dam of millionaire and 
sire Pollard's Vision. 

Consigned by Upson 
Downs Farm, Ginger N Rye 


was not mated, and sold as a 
racing or broodmare prospect. 

Selling for $300,000 to 
Richard Golden (David Wade, 
agent) was Sagamore's stakes- 
placed Southampton Way. A 
daughter of Into Mischief, 
Southampton Way was sold 
as a broodmare prospect, her 
last start an unplaced effort 
last June in her only start at 3. 
A half-sister to stakes winner 
Tell a Great Story and stakes- 
placed Give No Quarter and 
All I Karabout, Southampton 
Way won a Saratoga maiden 
race as a 2-year-old, and 
during the same meet finished 
ran in the Grade 2 Adirondack 
Stakes before shipping to 
Arlington and finishing 
second in the Arlington-Wash¬ 
ington Lassie. Out of the Not 
For Love mare Roadtohanna, 
Southampton Way is from the 
family of stakes winners Steak 
Scam and Polish Rifle. 

Chubby Star, winner of an 
allowance at Laurel Park in 
August in her last start for 
Sagamore, sold for $180,000, 
with WinStar Farm making 


the purchase. The 2014 Malibu 
Moon filly, out of stakes- 
placed Salsa Star (by Giant's 
Causeway), is a half-sister to 
one of the top Maryland-bred 
runners of 2018, multiple 
stakes-winning filly Blamed. 

Sold as a racing or brood¬ 
mare prospect. Chubby Star 
won three of 14 starts, earning 
$142,446, and finished second 
in the James W. Murphy 
Stakes at Pimlico in 2017. 
Twice she was fourth in 
graded company. Out of a 
half-sister to multiple graded 
winner Pacific Ocean, Chubby 
Star is from the family of 
champion Rhythm, Grade 1 
winner Frost Giant and 
leading Mid-Atlantic sire Not 
For Love. 

Tops among weanlings 
offered was Knicks Go's half- 
brother by Broken Vow. The 
gray/roan colt, consigned by 
Bill Reightler, agent, on behalf 
of breeders Angie and Sabrina 
Moore's Greenmount Farm, 
was purchased by Rock 
Brothers Breeding for 
$115,000. He is the sixth foal 


out of multiple stakes winner 
Kosmo's Buddy, whose son 
Knicks Go raised the family's 
profile after winning the 
Claiborne Breeders' Futurity- 
G1 at Keeneland and finishing 
second in the Breeders' Cup 
Juvenile-Gl at Churchill 
Downs the Friday prior to the 
sale.

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J . Willard Thompson lost his battle with a 
long illness Nov. 3. He passed away at his 
home, Quiet Winter Farm, in Colts Neck, N.J., 
with members of his family at his side. He was 
83. 

He was born in Atlanta, where he developed 
a love of horses early in life, leaving home at 
15 years old to become an apprentice jockey 
at Belmont Park in New York. It was a passion 
that would stay with him for the rest of his life, 
first leading him to a career as a prize-winning 
steeplechase jockey and later an award¬ 
winning American Thoroughbred trainer. 

He was well-respected for his work ethic and 
dedication to his sport and the horses he loved. 
In fact, he was still driving to Monmouth 
Park at 4:30 a.m. daily to bring his employees 
donuts and coffee and to watch his horses train 
shortly before his death. 

Mr. Thompson was a fixture at Monmouth 
Park, having won training titles there in 1975, 
1977 and 2001, the New Jersey Breeder of the 
Year award in 2013, and the leading owners 
title in 2016. He also won training titles at 
Meadowlands in 1980 and ’81. In 1996, he 
became the first recipient of Monmouth Park’s 
Virgil W. Raines Distinguished Achievement 
Award, which recognizes dedication to 
the sport of Thoroughbred racing through 
exemplary conduct, professionalism and 
integrity. 

He was also a philanthropist, notably 
supporting the New Jersey State Police 
Families of Fallen Officers. He established 
the Quiet Winter Farm Scholarship Fund, 
which provided money for education to stable 



employees in need. He hosted fundraisers 
to support equine therapy for wounded U.S. 
veterans. In his later years, he published a 
novel and dedicated proceeds from it to the 
Retired Racehorse Project. 

He was preceded in death by his wife, 

Carol, a renowned jumper rider for the United 
States Equestrian Team. Survivors include his 
children Stewart and his wife, Tomoko, Glenn 
Thompson, and Julia Dyer and her husband, 
Bradley; grandchildren Mizuki Takata and 
Wyatt Thompson, J Parker and his wife, 
Jovanna, Makenzie Thompson, Shelby Dyer, 
Taylor Larsen, Braydn Larsen and Landon 
Larsen; and a sister-in-law, Judy Richter. J 
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Parker and Jovanna Thompson will continue Willard and 
Carols legacy in caring for Quiet Winter Farm. The family is 
especially appreciative for the care that Ruthann Thompson 
gave to Mr. Thompson and for the lifetime friendship of Edwin 
McCreedy. 


A celebration of Mr. Thompsons life will be held in the 
spring.

Trainer Walter Reese, a prolific 
winner in New Jersey, passes

J ust one week after the passing of Willard Thompson, the 
New Jersey racing and breeding industries lost another 
stalwart with the passing of Walter Reese. Reese was 88 and 
died at his home at his Timber Creek Farm in Upper Freehold 
Township. 

Reeses many accomplishments included winning the 1982 
Grade 1 Sapling with New Jersey bred O. K. by You. He was 
also the original trainer of Black Tie Affair (Ire) who, after 
being sold, went on to win the 1991 Breeders’ Cup Classic-G1 
and be named Horse of the Year and champion older horse. 

According to his wife, Cynthia, Reese died of complications 
resulting from a stroke. 

Reese was born in Philadelphia and began training in 1963. 
Reese won 1,530 races from 8,968 starts (17 percent). He was 
the leading trainer at Monmouth Park in 1984 and 1985. 

He last ran a horse in 2004, though he stayed involved in 
the sport as Cynthia took over as the trainer of record for the 
Reese family. 

“The reason Walter always did so well was because he was 
aggressive,” Cynthia said. “He placed his horses well, and you 
know how this business is, where you place your horses and 
how you manage your horses, that’s what makes you good. He 
was great at that. When he looked at a condition book, if the 
horse was worth $15,000 he’d run them for $12,000. He just 
knew to be aggressive because you never know how long they 
will last. For most of his career he was basically a claiming 
trainer. He enjoyed that a lot. He liked the fact it kept you busy 
all the time.” 

While Reese also raced in Pennsylvania and trained horses 
bred in many states, his stable relied heavily on the horses he 
bred in New Jersey at Timber Creek Farm. O. K. by You, a 
son of Buck’s Bid, won five of eight starts at 2, including the 
Tyro and New Jersey Breeders, and the Penn Treaty and Mo 
Bay Stakes at Keystone at 3. Timber Creek bred New Jersey- 


bred champion Forever Partners, winner of the 2002 Colleen, 
second that same year in the Grade 1 Spinaway at Saratoga, 
and third the next season in the Grade 3 Miss Preakness Stakes 
in her five career starts. Among other top horses that came out 
of Timber Creek were New Jersey-bred champion Forever Pals 
and multiple stakes winners Lamsey Dotes and O. K. Doll. 

O. K. by You was out of another Timber Creek Jersey-bred, 
the stakes-placed mare O. K. Pal. 

“O. K. by You was his big horse,” Cynthia said. “He was a 
Jersey-bred who won the Sapling when it was still a Grade 1 
and he helped develop that whole ‘Pal family’ we had so much 
success with.” 

O. K. Pal also produced Thanks Pal, a minor stakes 
winner who became a foundation mare for the Timber Creek 
operation. She produced 14 foals, all bred by Timber Creek. 

All 14 made it to the races and 13 were winners. 

Another top horse campaigned by Reese was Prime 
Directive, who won the Grade 2 Saratoga Special in 1998 and 
was second in 1999 in the Grade 2 Illinois Derby and Grade 3 
Derby Trial. 

Reese’s finest hour as trainer came in 1996 when Devil’s 
Honor, who was owned by one of his major clients at the time, 
A1 and Noreen Carpenito, won the Pennsylvania Derby-G3. 
Cynthia saddled Devil’s Honor as Reese, who had a license to 
fly planes and helicopters, flew to River Downs to saddle Just a 
Cat in the Cradle Stakes, where he finished second. 

“He was not the type to show a lot of emotions or get too 
excited when he won. He would just ready for the next day. 

But I know that was a great day for him,” Cynthia recalled. “It 
was an absolutely great day.” 

If not for bad luck, Reese might have been able to add a win 
in the Breeders’ Cup Classic to his resume. 

Black Tie Affair was bought for $85,000 as a yearling by 
Ed Swyer’s Hudson River Farm and turned over to Reese. 
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Black Tie Affair was brought along slowly by Reese and won 
his 2-year-old debut on Sept. 28, 1988, at Philadelphia Park, 
and won an allowance next time out by 7 lengths. He made 
12 starts for Reese, including a win in the Malus Stakes for 
2-year-olds at Philly. According to Cynthia, owner Jeffrey 
Sullivan was interested in two 3-year-olds the Reeses had at 
the time, Black Tie Affair and Kechi, already a winner of three 
stakes. 

“It came down to the fact that the two horses were doing 
extremely well,” she recalled. “Black Tie Affair won his first 
two races like it was nothing. We had Black Tie Affair x-rayed 
and there was a little shadow. It was a little problem and it 
turned out to be nothing. But they decided to sell him instead 
of Kechi because they weren’t sure how long he would last.” 

Kechi went on to win 19 races, 14 stakes, in 59 starts 


and earn $533,370 while spending his entire career with the 
Reeses; Black Tie Affair retired an earner of $3.3 million with 
18 wins in 45 starts. 

But those were not the sort of things that bothered Reese. 
Cynthia remembers well the 1996 Kentucky Derby, when the 
Reeses had their only Derby starter, In Contention, who ran 
under Cynthia’s name. And finished 15th 

“He really didn’t think it was a big deal run a horse in the 
Derby,” she said. “He wasn’t impressed. That was just the way 
he was. To him, it was always about moving on and winning 
more races.”

T hanks to those of you who have al¬ 
ready sent in your membership re¬ 
newals and the personal messages you in¬ 
cluded to me. Passion for horse racing 
isn’t my only inspiration for doing this 
job, your acknowledgment encourages 
and motivates me, as well, and because it 
displays how vital our small organization 
is to you.

Eventually downsizing, he currently 
keeps 12-15 impressively bred mares in 
foal each year in Kentucky; one of which 
is the youngest daughter of Spectacular 
Bid. The offspring are eventually brought 
back to his operation where he enjoys 
overseeing their growth and care. There, 


the young hopefuls can begin their train¬ 
ing as coming 2-year-olds and get started 
under saddle by his team. Although some 
are sold at the Fasig-Tipton Select sales 
and Keeneland sales before the training 
process begins, the sales-prep for the sales 
prospects takes place at his facility. 

Randall not only trains and preps his 
homebreds but also provides these 
services to outside customers, as well. An 
average of 10 outside coming 2-year-olds 
arrive each year at his facility for 60 to 90 


days of training annually. From here they 
may go to other training facilities, directly 
to tracks or sales. Randall says his 
proudest moments are when he sees his 
babies or the ones he had a part in 
training or prepping run at prominent 
tracks.

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WINSTAR FARM INVESTS IN OHIO WITH 
RLAZING MEADOWS TO FORM "WINRLAZE UC" 


I t appears the experiment has been a 
success and it is time to patent the 
product. Several years ago, WinStar 
Farm in Kentucky and Tim Hamm’s 
Blazing Meadows Farm in Ohio entered 
into a partnership with selected stallions 
being bred to Hamm’s mares to return to 
Ohio to foal. WinStar began to add their 
own mares to the formula and since the 
foals hit the track with Hamm as trainer, 
there have been several stakes winners 
and they have already produced two state 
champions. 

With those experiences in place, Win¬ 
Star has decided to expand their hoof- 
print in the Buckeye State by standing 
National Flag, a graded stakes-winning 
colt they raced with China Horse Club 
International. WinBlaze LLC is the name 
of the recently formed alliance. 

“WinBlaze LLC is something I would 
hope Ohio would embrace. These are 
things you see in a good state program. 
We just purchased 10 mares to move to 
Ohio and will have a total of 16 there,” 
stated Elliot Walden, President/CEO and 
Racing Manager ofWinStar. 

“It’s a business venture based on two 
main points,” Walden emphasized. “The 
first is the health of the Ohio Program 
and it looks to be strong. The second is

the opportunity to get National Flag off 
to a solid start as a stallion. He’s a graded 
quality horse and a well-made individual 
who was a $600,000 yearling purchase. As 
he developed as a 3-year-old he captured 
the [2018] Grade 3 Bay Shore in a quick 
time over a nice horse in Engage and we 
felt he may be our Preakness horse. Sadly, 
he contracted EPM at the racetrack. 

“This partnership provides a great op¬ 
portunity, not only for us but it should be 
exciting for guys up there who breed to 
race. National Flag will be a part of our 
‘Dream Big’ program. We are offering 20 
shares where if a breeder brings two mares 
and have foals by him, they will inherit 
lifetime breeding rights. We stand his sire 
Speightstown, who throws horses that 


run on all levels—dirt, turf, long or short. 
Now we are seeing that he is proving to 
be a sire of sires.” 

Shaun Tugel, Director of Bloodstock 
for WinStar concurs, “Speightstown has 
four sons that have produced Grade 1 
winners. As a $600,000 yearling, National 
Flag is a high-quality horse. We went to 
the Keeneland November Sale to seek 
mares that specifically fit with him. John 
Prather, our in-house pedigree analyst, 
pinpointed the ones we should look at. At 
the sale they had to be the proper physical 
and pass every test. I believe those 10 
mares will compliment him very well.” 

Date to Remember, a daughter of 
Bernardini, is the dam of National Flag 
and two other foals of racing age, all win¬ 
ners. Bernina Star (Harlan’s Holiday) is a 
multiple graded stakes-placed winner of 
$249,516, and December Seven (Street 
Sense) set a new track record at Churchill 
Downs for lYu miles in 1:56.60. 

Date to Remember is a half-sister to 
seven winners, including Grade 1 winner, 
track record setter Eddington (Unbri¬ 
dled), an earner of $1,216,760, and Group 
1-placed Star Crowned. 

National Flag will stand at Blazing 
Meadows in North Jackson, Ohio, for an 
introductory fee of $2,500. 


LEONA'S REWARD POLLS OFF RARE STAKES TRIPLE 


Y ou can probably count on one 
hand how many modern era 
Thoroughbreds have won three 
stakes races in 29 days. Well, you can add 
the name of Accredited Ohio-bred Leo¬ 
na’s Reward to one of those digits. In 
winning Mahoning Valley’s $75,000 Bob¬ 
bie Bricker Memorial Handicap for the 


third straight year, she accomplished that 
feat Dec. 1. 

“Michael Friedman and I are partners 
and we talk as a team,” said co-owner, 
breeder and trainer Tim Hamm. “After 
looking at the stakes schedule, our plan 
was to be ready at the end of the season. 
We pointed to the Best of Ohio races and 


the late accredited races at the end of the 
season. If it worked out, we figured we 
would have a great season with a fresh 
horse.” 

Right they were. With the win in the 
Bricker, Leona’s Reward closed out the 
season with four stakes wins, five stakes- 
placed finishes, and earnings of $254,250. 







At year’s end it pushed her career record 
to 38-14-7-5 for a lifetime bankroll of 
$678,606. 

The start of the stakes-winning skein 
was the $75,000 Ohio Debutante Nov. 3 
at Mahoning Valley, a race she’s also won 
three straight years, the 2017 running by 
414 lengths at odds of 4-to-5. Facing only 
four rivals in 2018, she was dispatched at 
l-to-9 and she ran to her backing, draw¬ 
ing off in hand to win by 8 lengths under 
new rider Luis Colon. She travelled the 
lVu miles over a sloppy sealed track in 
1:46.12. Grizabella rallied from last to fin¬ 
ish second, 514 lengths in front of Birda- 
cious. 

The middle of Leona’s Reward’s tri- 
fecta of stakes took place in the $75,000 
Ruff/Kirchberg Memorial Handicap at 
Mahoning Nov. 17, stretching out to 1A 


miles versus the boys, a race she passed on 
the previous year. “We skipped a race or 
two in mid-season because of our late sea¬ 
son plan and she came out of the Debu¬ 
tante like it was a workout, so it just made 
sense to enter her in there,” said Hamm. 

With the added distance, Luis Colon 
elected to take her off the pace and, from 
fifth early, he harnessed her speed and 
waited for the stretch where they made 
their move. They brushed briefly with 
Mobil Solution at the sixteenth-pole and 
edged clear of him by 214 lengths with 
Mobil At Last rallying for the third spot. 
She completed the distance over another 
sloppy sealed track in 1:54.48. 

Not many accredited Ohio-bred fillies 
were eager to match strides with the 
5-year-old mare in the Bobby Bricker 
and only four showed up to challenge her. 


Stablemate Linda N Michelle set the early 
pace and Luis Colon was content to track 
the leader until the top of the stretch 
when Leona’s Reward quickened her 
stride and quickly pulled away by 4 
lengths, and eventually hit the wire 7 
lengths in front. This event was contested 
at lVie miles over a muddy sealed surface 
in 1:47.59. Grizabella finished second be¬ 
hind her again and was 6 A lengths clear of 
Linda N Michelle in third. 

That impressive late season run should 
not only seal Leona’s Reward another ac¬ 
credited Ohio-bred championship, but it 
throws her hat in the ring for Horse of 
the Year honors. She is a daughter of Ohio 
stallion Parents’ Reward, one of the last 
four sons of Mr. Prospector still at stud, 
out of Prime Time Dancer, a daughter of 
Montbrook. 


TOP TWO RUNNERS IN $75,000 GLACIAL PRINCESS STAKES 
WERE PURCHASED AT 2017 OTRO FALL MIXED SALE 


M obil Lady’s win over Show Me 
Some Sass in Mahoning Val¬ 
ley’s Glacial Princess Stakes for 
2-year-old accredited Ohio-bred fillies 
Nov. 17 was not only a eye-popping one 
for owner Laurie Pratt, but a real shot in 
the arm for Ohio’s rejuvenated O.T.B.O. 
Fall Mixed Sale, as both were sales gradu¬ 
ates. Only three-quarters of a length sep¬ 
arated the top two at the wire after racing 
6 furlongs. 

Mobil Lady had been improving every 
start of her career until the sloppy John 
Galbreath Memorial at lVu miles. That 
head-scratching effort swayed the betting 
public when she returned to sprinting in 
the Glacial Princess and she was made the 
longest shot of five at 17-1. Off a bit 
slowly under Christian Pilares, she began 
her move on the turn and circled the field

to edge to the lead late over the fast-clos¬ 
ing Show Me Some Sass.

Trained by Robin Schuster, Mobil 
Lady is a daughter of Mobil out of Sur¬ 
viving New York, by Survivalist, and was 
bred by Daniel Gale. Mobil Lady was 
consigned by Phantom Farms LLC and 
brought a final bid of $5,300 at the 2017 
mixed sale. The win pushed her earnings 
to $72,600 in six starts. 

Show Me Some Sass was a $500 bar¬ 
gain at the sale, consigned by Robert and 
Daniela Rowe, and in five starts shows a 
$42,750 bankroll.These two stakes horses 
are going a long way in the promotion of 
the O.T.B.O. Fall Mixed Sale. 


GOOD KARMA SURROUNRS JOSHUA RADOSEVICH MEMORIAL 


T he $75,000 Joshua Radosevich 
Memorial Stakes for accredited 
Ohio-bred 2-year-olds going 6 
furlongs is named in honor of the prom¬ 
ising jockey whose life was tragically cut 
short at age 16 from a race-riding acci¬ 


dent at Beulah Park on Nov. 16, 2005. It 
is fitting that a race has been named after 
a shining star from a family that runs long 
and deep in Ohio racing. 

Going back decades, you will see the 
name Radosevich connected to Ohio 


farm owners, exercise riders, jockeys and 
trainers. Meet any, at every aspect of the 
sport, and you realize you are dealing 
with experienced, hard working and tal¬ 
ented people. A family member would 
take home the trophy in a race named af- 





ter Joshua at Mahoning Valley on the first 
day of December. 

The winner, Pat’s Karma, is owned by 
Michael Annechino and trained by Jeff 
Radosevich. Prior to the Best of Ohio Ju¬ 
venile, the 2-year-old gelding improved 
with every start, breaking his maiden im¬ 
pressively in his third outing. You have to 
put a line through his Juvenile as it was 
the first time he raced on a sloppy track 
and tried going two turns. Throw in a 
bumpy and rough trip and it was a recipe 


for disaster that saw him finish next to last 
at Thistledown. 

The gelding’s next two starts were 
back to sprints, where he finished fourth 
and second respectively at Mahoning Val¬ 
ley. In the Radosevich Memorial, jockey 
Luis Colon got a leg up for the first time 
and, breaking from the rail, he elected to 
race in fifth position to get Pat’s Karma to 
relax while saving ground. When the time 
came to run, they continued their inside 
trip and burst past the pacesetters into the 


stretch to draw away to win by 5 lengths 
in 1:11.78. Sammy Da Bull held on to 
take the second spot by a nose over Pat’s 
Karma’s stablemateVerissimo over a mud¬ 
dy/ sealed track. 

A son of Cowtown Cat out of Jump 
Raise, by I’ll Raise You One, Pat’s Karma 
was bred by Raimonde Farm Ltd. Trainer 
Jeff Radosevich is a man of few words, 
but his smile in the winner’s circle spoke 
volumes of what this win meant to him 
and his family.

S ometimes change is good for a 
change. Heavenhasmynikki was the 
favorite in the $150,000 Best of 
Ohio Distaff and while she made a bold 
move into the lane to grab the second 
spot, she soon seemed to lose interest and 
settled for fourth. Trainer Gary Johnson, 
who had only had the striking chestnut 
filly for three starts, decided to equip her 
with blinkers and her bullet workout six 
days prior to the $75,000 First Lady 
Stakes, for 3-year-old fillies run Nov. 10, 
showed she responded well to the change. 

Sent away as the 4-to-5 favorite in the 
First Lady, Heavenhasmynikki rewarded 
her backers with an authoritative pace 
pressing win. With Luis Colon giving a 
few left handed taps, she drew away to 
score by 5 lengths and finish up the six 
panels in 1:11.51. Queen City Oaks win¬ 
ner Magna Rose rallied from fifth for the 
place position over Emmy’s Candy 

The victory pushed Heavenhasmynik- 
ki’s earnings to $204,580 with a record 
five wins and a third in 10 starts. Loooch 
Racing Stables Inc. purchased “Nikki” for 


$150,000 as a yearling at Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky in October 2016.The daughter 
of Majestic Warrior out of the winning 
Forest Wildcat mare Floral Park was bred 


by Langsem Farm. Earlier in the season 
she was third in the Grade 2 Davona Dale 
at Gulfstream Park and won Thistledown’s 
Diana Stakes in September. 


ALTISSIMO ENDS SEASON ON A HIGH NOTE IN 
$75,000 CARDINAL HANDICAP AT MAHONING VALLEY 
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PA breeding hits a homerun 
with addition of Hoppertunity to 
Northview PA

It isn’t every year that a horse with as much 
class as Hoppertunity retires to the breeding 
shed. Thanks to the efforts of the team at North- 
view Stallion Station, the remarkable, iron-willed 
racehorse is taking up residence in the Mid-At¬ 
lantic region for his very first season at stud at 
Northview PA. Between his proven female family 
and his undeniable resilience through a brilliant 
career, Hoppertunity is presenting local breeders 
with a rare opportunity. 

Getting a horse of his statu re—Hoppertunity 
earned $4.7 million with nine wins in 34 starts— 
to bypass Kentucky could have been a challenge, 
but Northview's General Manager and Director 
of Sales David Wade has been eyeing him for 
some time. “He was our first choice for Pennsyl¬ 
vania,” he said. “There are criteria we have when 
selecting a new stallion-sire, female family, race 
record, and conformation. Obviously, if a horse 
is strong in all of those areas, he is priced too 
high for a regional market and he goes to stud in 
Kentucky.” 

Hoppertunity did have one area that gave 
potential buyers in the Bluegrass State pause: 
he is a son of Any Given Saturday, a royally-bred 
Grade 1 winner who moved from Kentucky, to 
Pennsylvania, and ultimately to South Korea as a 
stallion. “Being by Any Given Saturday, he wasn’t 
pursued by the larger Kentucky farms,” Wade 
explained. “But, the tail male or direct sire line is 
Distorted Humor, Forty Niner, and Mr. Prospector, 
so when you combine that with the race record 
and female family it was a no-brainer.” 

The race record stands out, even amongst 
some of Kentucky’s best. A foal of 2011, 
Hoppertunity did not start until January of his 
sophomore season, breaking his maiden by 3 


lengths in his second try. The horse that beat him 
on debut 26 days earlier was none other than fu¬ 
ture Breeders' Cup Classic-GI hero Bayern, who 
retired three years before his one-time rival. 

In just his fourth start, Hoppertunity won 
the Rebel Stakes-G2 at Oaklawn Park, stamping 
himself as a late but legitimate Kentucky Derby 
threat. He ran second to California Chrome 
in the Santa Anita Derby-GI in his final prep 
race, but was withdrawn from the Run for 
the Roses just 48 hours before the race. He 
had been the morning line second choice. 

After some time off, Hoppertunity made the 
most of a return to Churchill Downs, winning the 
Clark Handicap-GI to close out the 2014 season. 
The Bob Baffert-trainee returned as a 4-year-old 
to win the San Pasqual Stakes-G2 in mid-January. 
Although he didn’t win for the rest of the season, 
he raced through late November and knocked 
heads with some of the very best while never 
worse than fourth and earning nearly $600,000

that season, while simultaneously serving as 
a gallop partner for 2015 Triple Crown winner 
American Pharoah. 

With his stablemate retired, Hoppertunity 
won the 2016 San Antonio Stakes-G2 by a 
nose over Imperative in February, then finished 
third in the Dubai World Cup-GI in March be¬ 
fore capturing a second Grade 1, the $1 -mil¬ 
lion Jockey Club Gold Cup at Belmont Park. His 
earnings for the year totaled $2,337,750. 

He defended his title in the 2017 San 
Antonio-G2 at Santa Anita, captured the Tokyo 
City Cup Stakes-G3 in his first start of 2018, 
and added the Brooklyn Invitational Stakes-G2 
at Belmont that June. He was third or better 
in 22 of 34 starts, and raced his entire career 
for the ownership group of Karl Watson, Mike 
Pegram and Paul Weitman. 

Conformation-wise, Hoppertunity was a 
$300,000 purchase at the Keeneland Sep¬ 
tember Yearling Sale in 2012. Wade said, ‘‘Our 
offer was contingent on a veterinary exam and 
a conformation exam so I flew to Santa Anita 
the next day to see him. Conformation is one 
criteria we don’t compromise on because the 
bulk of our clientele inspect our stallions. I’ve 
turned down a number of stallion prospects in 
the past based on their physicals but Hopper¬ 
tunity didn’t disappoint. In fact, I couldn't have 
been happier.” 


Lastly came his female family, which is 
currently active in the market. Hoppertunity’s 
dam, the graded stakes-placed Unaccounted 
For daughter Refugee, has produced dual 
Grade 1 winner Executiveprivilege, and the 
stakes-placed filly Profit. She has nine winners 
from 12 starters for progeny earnings over 
$6.1 million. Refugee’s dam, the Danzig mare 
Polish Maid, is out of National Museum of 
Racing and Hall of Fame member Davona Dale. 

Wade expects Hoppertunity to suit 
Pennsylvania and the rest of the region well. 
‘‘Hoppertunity matches up well with multiple 
sire lines, but one I find interesting is Not For 
Love,” he said. Hoppertunity's half-sister Profit 
is by Not For Love. ‘‘We know Not For Love 
works with his family,” Wade said. ‘‘Having 
stood Not For Love his entire career at our 
Maryland farm, there are a lot of Not For Love 
mares in this area.” 

Hoppertunity arrived in Pennsylvania on 
Oct. 26 and is doing well, according to Blood¬ 
stock Manager Paul O’Loughlin. 

‘‘He settled in really well,” O’Loughlin 
said. ‘‘He's a class act, and he is filling out well, 
and selling out well. He is going to breed about 
100 mares. He has been very popular from all 
over the country. It's not every day that you get 
a horse in the Mid-Atlantic region that danced 
every dance and won $4.7 million. He raced all 
over the United States and Dubai, and wasn't 


afraid of anyone. Not to mention he used to be 
American Pharoah’s dance partner.” 

Hoppertunity's only adjustment to life as 
a retired stallion was the move from warm 
California to Pennsylvania's winter. ‘‘It's cold 
coming from California,” O’Loughlin joked. 

Watson, Pegram and Weitman have 
retained a few breeding rights and plan on 
supporting their former star. Hoppertunity 
touched many who crossed his path, which 
Wade experienced during the horse’s journey 
East. 

‘‘When Hoppertunity got on the plane to 
fly East, I was called by his attendant to let 
me know the colt was safely loaded,” Wade 
recalled. ‘‘He told me they had flown together 
on other occasions and wanted me to know 
that Hoppertunity had as much class as any 
horse he'd ever flown with and was looking 
forward to being with him one last time. I could 
tell the gentleman wasn’t just blowing smoke 
and that conversation meant a lot to me.” 

With the horse safely ensconced in Penn¬ 
sylvania, the wait until breeding season is on. 

‘‘Hoppertunity was a sound horse who 
raced multiple years against top competition 
every time,” Wade said. ‘‘There aren’t many 
going to stud nowadays that have the opportu¬ 
nity to show they can do that. If he passes on 
his soundness, athleticism, and class, we’ve hit 
a homerun.”

Cot opened so many doors for me, 
providing the opportunity to meet people 
from all walks of life and develop so many 
relationships. People in the horse industry 
do not really work a job because this 
quickly becomes a way of life.

Cot first announced he was cutting 
back at the age of 63 in 1990. Dogwood

In November 
of 2011, he again announced his 
retirement- At this time, Cot did 
actually stop forming new partnerships 
but continued to manage the 50 he had 
going at that time. As the years passed, 
he continued to come into the office 
every day, although maybe not as often 
on Saturdays and Sundays.

A s more and more 2-year-olds made 
their racing debuts, opportunities 
for South Carolina farm and 
training center grads to shine multiplied! 

Between Oct. 20 and Nov. 20, nine 
grads of all ages found their way to the 
winner’s circle following stakes races. 

On Oct. 20, Runaway Lute proved 
best among fellow New York-breds at 
Belmont Park in the Hudson Handicap 
to record the first added-money win of 
his 4-year-old season.

Another Durr student is Barin, win¬ 
ner of the Maryland Million Turf Starter 
Handicap on the same day at Laurel 
Park. Having only one beat early on, 
Barin launched his bid four-wide engag¬ 
ing the leader at the eighth-pole. They 
battled to the wire with Barin reaching it 
first by a neck. 

Lranklin “Goree” Smith’s Elloree 
Training Center had two grads win stakes 
Oct. 20. Talk Show Man showed guts 
at age 8 in the Maryland Million Turf 
Stakes at Laurel Park. Racing mid-pack 
from the start to the stretch, he angled 
five wide and closed with a rush to win 
by a half-length. Lewisfield was also 
a winner at Laurel Park that day. He 
proved much the best in the Maryland 


Million Sprint Handicap. Nearing the 
quarter-pole, Lewisfield took command 
and coasted home 8% lengths in front. 

South Carolina was represented with 
one more stakes winner on Maryland 
Million Day. The Cary Lrommer gradu¬ 
ate My Star Potential was the star in 
the Maryland Million Lassie Stakes for 
2-year-old fillies.

the quarter pole and quickly putting 
the field behind her with her nearest 
pursuer being 5 lengths behind at the 
wire. A two-time stakes winner in 2018, 
Heavenhasmynikki came up through 
Travis Durr’s program. 

Two of Goree Smith’s former students 
won stakes Nov. 10. At Laurel Park, 
Scrap Copper came from off the pace 


to capture the James F. Lewis III Stakes. 
He came up between horses to win by 
three-quarters of a length. Scrap Copper 
is trained by Goree’s brother, Hamilton 
Smith.

Colonial Downs Receives Approval On 2019 Racing License Application; Thoroughbred 

Racing Set To Return August 8th

The Virginia Racing Commission (VRC) approved a new li¬ 
cense for Colonial Downs at its meeting December 13th which 
paves the way for a 600-unit historical 
horse racing (HHR) operation at the New Kent track and the 
return of thoroughbred horse racing in 2019. 

The last thoroughbred meet was held at Colonial in the sum¬ 
mer of 2013. The track closed for good shorty after the 2014 
harness racing campaign ended late that fall. 

VRC Chairman D.G. Van Clief, Jr. called the license approval 
“a historic moment for Virginia racing.” He thanked everyone 
involved with both the new Colonial Downs Group and the 
Virginia Equine Alliance (VEA). “I cant tell you what an im¬ 
portant day this is and how appreciative we are for such a well 
crafted application.” 

A 15-day summer meet will run next year from August 8th 
thru September 7th, with racing every Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday at 5 PM. A special holiday Monday card will be held 
on Labor Day at 1 PM. The Grade 3 Virginia Derby, which has 
been run in Maryland the last several years under the name 
‘Commonwealth Derby’, will return to Colonial on August 
31st. The Virginia Oaks and a slate of Virginia-bred stakes will 
also return to New Kent in 2019. The stable area, which can 
accommodate 1,000 horses, will open July 25th. Moving for¬ 
ward, Colonial expects to host up to 30 days of racing in 2020. 

Colonial GM John Marshall gave VRC Commissioners and 
meeting attendees a preview of what a “reimagined” Colonial 
Downs will look like in 2019. He said the first floor of the 


facility will feel “social and local”, and will feature 508 HHR 
terminals, a Player Rewards area, a cocktail lounge with live 
simulcast betting, and a smoking section. The third floor will 
provide an OTB experience with several tellers and 16 self 
betting machines and a high level HHR area with 92 terminals. 
He said that floor will be “vibrant and comfortable.” 

In regards to the layout for live racing, Marshall said Colonial 
will be prepared to accommodate up to 8,000 spectators. The 
initial part of the first turn area will feature a viewing platform 
geared as a social experience for fans. A tailgating section will 
extend beyond that through the turn, all the way to the chute 
area. “We’ll experiment with tailgating much like the Virginia 
Gold Cup has at Great Meadow.” The track apron will feature 
railside covered suites with beverage service then farther up, 
a VIP Experience will be located near the top of the stretch. 
That area will have a climate controlled tent with simulcasting, 
beverage service and food trucks. “That should be a great van¬ 
tage point for fans,” said Marshall. “They’ll be able to overlook 
horses on the Secretariat Turf Course as they come out of the 
final turn and hit the stretch.” 

Marshall said Colonial Downs wants to present a boutique 
meet with elite racing, and is also embracing a Virginia First 
strategy. “When it comes to vendors and purchasing, we want 
to utilize local businesses. And when it comes to racing, espe¬ 
cially with owners, breeders and trainers, we’ll have a Virginia 
preferred process.” 


Brent Stevens, CEO of the Colonial Downs Group, provided

a timeline for next year. The New Kent track will open with 
simulcast wagering and 600 HHR machines on April 15th un¬ 
der the brand Rosies Gaming Emporium. Three new OTBs, 
which will also operate under the Rosies brand, will open in 
2019. The Vinton site is expected to open April 30th followed 
by the Richmond site June 8th and the Hampton site in Au¬ 
gust. He said there is capital in reserve for future sites. 

The Colonial Downs Group is making a $300 million invest¬ 
ment in the Commonwealth, creating 800 jobs by the end of 
2019. This effort will generate $25 million annually in state tax 
revenues, $17 million annually in local tax revenues and $25 
million annually to Virginias horse industry. 

“This is a momentous occasion today,” said Stevens. “We’ve 
been deeply committed for a very long time to get to this 
point.” He added his team’s three pillars will be service, quality 
and investment in the community. 

Virginia Handle On Horse Racing Is Up Over 
4% Through November 

With one month to go in calendar year 2019, all source wa¬ 
gering handle from pari-mutuel activity in Virginia continues 
to trend ahead of last year. Through November, a total of 
$108,878,114 has been bet on horse racing on track, at the four 
in-state Off Track Betting (OTB) Centers and via four partner 
on line betting companies that operate in the Commonwealth. 
The eleven month handle figure in 2017 was $93,980,969. 


Combined OTB handle from the four in-state sites in Henrico 
(Breakers Sports Grille), Richmond (Ponies & Pints), Chesa¬ 
peake (Buckets Bar & Grill) and Collinsville (The Windmill 
OTB Sports Grill) is $30,121,428. OTB handle at the same 
point a year ago was $18,444,183. Buckets opened in mid-No¬ 
vember last year and The Windmill opened this past March. 

Even with more OTBs open in 2018, on line wagering has still 
risen an impressive 4.26%. Twin Spires handle of $29,593,607 
is nearly 10% above its 2017 figure. TVG, top Virginia per¬ 
former of the four, has handled $35,610,954, up 2.21%. NYRA 
Bets, the newest partner company, is up 15% this year with a 
handle of $1,892,933. XpressBet is off nearly 4% but has still 
handled $11,659,191. Total combined on line wagering for 
the year so far is $78,756,685, up over $3 million from 2017’s 
$75,536,785 figure.

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Beating the drums for Late Night Pow Wow 



I f one was to prioritize a 
Thoroughbred horse breeders 
Christmas wish list I deduce it 
would begin with foaling a healthy, 
correct individual and culminate 
by winning a bankable race versus 
tierce competition. 

Thus when Fiber Sonde's 3-year- 
old daughter Late Night Pow Wow 
journeyed beyond the specialized 
confines of the Hollywood Casino 
at Charles Town Races to dominate 
in the $100,000 Willa On the Move 
Stakes at Laurel Park Nov 24, it 
championed the West Virginia 
breeding program to exclusive 
heights. 

Purchased as a yearling by trainer 
Javier Contreras from breeder John 
D. McKee, Late Night Pow Wow has 
exceeded all expectations, as her 
impressive record indicates. 

She has now won four stakes wins 
in a row, starting last August-the 
Sylvia Bishop Memorial, Grade 3 
Charles Town Oaks, West Virginia 
"Cavada" Breeders Classic and Willa 
On the Move. 

"I constantly am on the lookout 
for young talent," said Javier. "One 
of my all-time favorite acquisitions. 
Hidden Canyon (by Fiber Sonde out 
of Ghost Canyon, by Indian Charlie) 
won over $300,000 in just 15 starts 


and is the primary reason my search 
for similar bloodlines continues. Two 
years ago, I asked John McKee 
and Cynthia O'Bannon about their 
yearling crop and John responded, if 
the price is right, they are all for sale." 

With Beau Ridge Farm in close 
proximity to the racetrack, Javier 
decided to take a short drive to the 


home of Fiber Sonde and gander at 
their band of yearlings. 

"I would estimate there were 
20 split between paddocks, when 
suddenly something spooked them 
and away they sped," he recalled. 

"I couldn't take my eyes oft the fillies 
galloping, especially one hearty 
dark bay that seemed to run circles 
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around the group. I scribbled her 
tattoo number on a piece of paper 
and called John when I got home" 

Following limited negotiations 
Javier inked the deal for Late Night 
Pow Wow. 

"It really was her carriage in 
the paddock that sealed the 
transaction/' Javier continued. "I 
went with the intention to buy a colt 
since the previous year I purchased 
Ghost Fever, Hidden Canyon's full 
sister, but apparently luck was on my 
side." 

Javier must have been 
clairvoyant when he plucked the 
daughter of Holy Pow Wow out 
of this assortment of Fiber Sonde 
juveniles. Yes, the dam of this now 
graded stakes winner is a daughter 
of Indian Charlie, but her produce 
and race record weren't the 
things dreams are made of-she 
was unplaced in four starts and 
purchased by Cynthia O'Bannon for 
$5,000 at Keeneland in January 2013 
as a broodmare prospect. Late Night 
Pow Wow is her second foal. 

Javier kept Late Night Pow Wow 
at Beau Ridge until it became time 
to break her. Like the majority of his 
horses he prefers to send them to 
Eagle Point Farm in Ashland, Va. 

"Karen Dennehy does an 
outstanding job schooling my 
youngsters. They always return 
healthy, fit and happy. Like my first 
impression of Late Night Pow Wow, 
Karen voiced a similar opinion." 

When time came to get serious 
with final preparations, Javier 
enlisted the services of veteran 
jockey Fredy Peltroche to get on 
Late Night Pow Wow, while her work 
tab companion was stablemate 
Ghost Fever, from the same Fiber 
Sonde crop. 


The crew at the barn seemed 
to endorse Ghost Fever with 
her spirited attitude and racy 
appearance, but it was Peltroche 
who passionately lobbied for the 
girl they coined "Gordo". Chubby, 
in Spanish, according to Fredy, Late 
Night Pow Wow had the "it" factor. 
She was smart, cooperative and 
always inclined to please him in their 
morning trials. 

When an accredited West 
Virginia-bred maiden special weight 
for 2-year-old fillies appeared in the 
condition book late that September, 
it marked the debut of our future 
all-star. 

Breaking with the pack, it didn't 
take long for Late Night Pow Wow to 
recall her youthful days in the Beau 
Ridge fields and quickly assert her 
dominance. The chart caller had her 
8 lengths in front at the far turn and 
she won geared down by 6V2. 

Javier's son interjected, "After that 
race dad couldn't wait until it got 
light to get to the barn and see his 
girl." 

Though every race became 
harder and Late Night Pow Wow 
was required to run faster, there was 
no internal pressure until recently, 
when Javier made the most difficult 
decision of his training career-to sell 
his prized possession. 

"I never regret any choices I 
make," he said. "After she won the 
Grade 3 Charles Town Oaks there 
was a lot of hype about a West 
Virginia-bred winning against open 
company, and some modest offers 
were forthcoming. When the Breeze 
Easy team called, suddenly the ante 
went considerably up. Their offer was 
accepted on the condition that I 
remain Late Night's trainer through 
the 2019 season." 


It's hard to think anyone could 
have predicted the ease at which 
Late Night Pow Wow blew by rivals 
in the Willa On the Move, especially 
the runner-up Ms Locust Point 
(winner of $477,435). The stellar field 
also included post-time favorite 
and Maryland stalwart Shimmering 
Aspen (fourth) and 2017 West 
Virginia-bred Horse of the Year 
Moonlit Song (third). 

As the cold weather sets in, the 
unmistakable Late Night PowWow 
continues to make her daily trek 
from Barn 7 to the track under the 
watchful eye of her former owner 
and masterful conditioner, Javier 
Contreras. 

"She still carries plenty of flesh and 
never misses an oat," he remarked. 

"I like my horses a little stout and 
believe they perform better." 

The new owners and Javier have 
mapped out a plan for the winner of 
seven straight races and nine of 10 
starts. 

"At present we are looking to 
take the month of December off 
and focus on the (Grade 3) Barbara 
Fritchie at Laurel Park in February." 

Late Night Pow Wow's win in the 
Willa On the Move was unmistakably 
a tour-de-force for West Virginia 
racing, but I wouldn't call it a 
renaissance of local Thoroughbred 
breeding; as an isolated incident. 

What it did was produce a feel 
good story for deserving individuals, 
enliven backstretch workers 
conversations, and induce visions 
of sugar plums dancing in local 
owners, trainers and breeders heads 
to reproduce Javier's "lightning in a 
bottle" accomplishment.

Champions of ’18 to be crowned

The National Steeplechase Association’s 
leading competitors of 2018 will be honored 
Thursday, Jan. 17, at the NSA’s annual awards 
dinner, to be held for a second consecutive year 
at the Maryland Club in Baltimore in conjunction 
with the Race Chairmen’s meeting and an NS A 
Board of Directors meeting. 

Topping the owner list by a wide margin 
was the Rosbrian Farm of Mandy and George 
Mahoney, which earned $712,050 from 54 
starts. The stable had 14 victories, and among 
them were two Grade 1 victories—the $200,000 
Calvin Houghland Iroquois and Belmont Park’s 
$175,000 Lonesome Glory Handicap—by five- 
year-old Zanjabeel, who is owned by Rosbrian 
in partnership with Wendy and Ben Griswold’s 
Meadow Run Farm. 

Trained by Ricky Hendriks, Zanjabeel will be 
a leading candidate for the Eclipse Award with 
earnings of $265,000. 

Securing the Lonesome Glory Award as the 
year’s leading earner was Jury Duty, who earned 
$270,000 with his 3 1/4-length victory in Far 
Hills’ $450,000 Grand National (Gr. 1), the year’s 
richest race. Owned by the Sideways Syndicate, 
Jury Duty was trained to his New Jersey victory 
by leading Irish horseman Gordon Elliott. 

Hendriks also trained Rosbrian’s Optimus 
Prime, winner of Saratoga Race Course’s 
New York Turf Writers Cup (Gr. 1) and the 
International Gold Cup’s David L. “Zeke” 
Ferguson Memorial (Gr. 2). 

Rosbrian was represented by one champion, 
three-year-old Caldbeck, who won Far Hills’ 
$50,000 Gladstone Stakes. 

Hudson River Farms’ Iranistan ruled as the 
year’s champion novice with purse earnings 
of $145,000. Trained by Racing Hall of Fame 
member Jonathan Sheppard, the four-year-old 
won the Iroquois Steeplechase’s $125,000 
Marcellus Frost Champion Hurdle for novices, 


finished second in Saratoga’s A. P. Smithwick 
Memorial (Gr. 1), and third in the New York 
Turf Writers. 

Check Mark Stables’ Willow U, winner of a 
$45,000 Virginia Gold Cup allowance hurdle 
against male competitors, reigned as the Life’s 
Illusion Filly and Mare champion. 

Doc Cebu, now owned by Charles Fenwick 
Jr., Michael Hankin, and Charles Noell, claimed 
his second straight timber championship with a 
repeat win in the International Gold Cup on Oct. 
27. Trained by Jack Fisher, the Doc also won the 
Willowdale Steeplechase and the Genesee Valley 
Hunt Cup for the second year in a row and added 
a win in Shawan Downs’ Legacy Chase. 


Two major titles, champion trainer by wins 
and champion jockey by wins, were achieved 
with remarkable come-from-behind surges. Jack 
Fisher picked up his seventh straight title when 
he moved to the top of the list on the next to last 
weekend of the season. He won 22 races, one 
more than Hendriks. Fisher had purse earnings 
of $983,850 and was the top trainer by purses for 
the fifth straight year. 

Reigning champion jockey Darren Nagle made 
his usual autumn surge and took down the wins 
title with a victory at Charleston. He had 17 
wins, one more than Jack Doyle, who had led the 
standings from the first day of the season. Ross 
Geraghty was the top jockey by earnings.

Rosbrian Farm’s Optimus Prime, winner of 
Grade 1 and Grade 2 stakes races in three U.S. 
starts, has been awarded the top 157 rating by 
the National Steeplechase Association’s panel of 
expert handicappers. 

Trained by Ricky Hendriks, the French-bred 
arrived in the U.S. in late spring and scored a 1 
1/2-length victory in Saratoga Race Course’s New 
York Turf Writers Cup Handicap (Gr. 1) on Aug. 
23. He came back in four weeks to finish third in 
Belmont Park’s Lonesome Glory Handicap (Gr. 
1), two lengths behind stablemate Zanjabeel. 

Optimus Prime overwhelmed his competition 
in the International Gold Cup’s David L. “Zeke” 
Ferguson Memorial (Gr. 2) on Oct. 27, when 
he kicked clear to win by 18 1/4 lengths under 
regular jockey Ross Geraghty. Despite his limited 
U.S. campaign, the six-year-old ended the season 
third on the leader board with $167,500 in purse 
earnings. 

Second in the rankings at 156 was Sideways 
Syndicate’s Jury Duty, who shipped over for the 
Far Hills Races’ $450,000 GrandNational (Gr. 1) 
and won by 3 1/4 lengths for leading Irish trainer 
Gordon Elliott. 

Zanjabeel, owned by Rosbrian and Meadow 
Run Farm, was ranked third at 152 by the panel 
comprising Martin Chamberlin, Joe Clancy, and 
Will O’Keefe The panel, which prepares the 
ratings under the supervision of NS A Director of 
Racing Bill Gallo Jr., rated 103 horses. 

Also trained by Hendriks, Zanjabeel won the 
Calvin Houghland Iroquois (Gr. 1) in addition to 
the Lonesome Glory. The British-bred five-year- 
old also finished second in the Marion duPont 
Colonial Cup (Gr. 1) and the Temple Gwathmey 
Handicap (Gr. 2).

News from the Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association 



More racing days ahead; 
future of Pimlico front and center

A trend that began with the signing of a 
10-year agreement for Thoroughbred 
racing in Maryland in December 2012 
will continue in 2019 as the calendar will 
provide more live racing opportunities. 

The Maryland Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association and Maryland Jockey 
Club agreed on 187 racing programs at 
three tracks, which is up from the 178 
requested for 2018. The nine additional 
days are scheduled for Laurel Park, which 
will account for roughly 90 percent of the 
total number of dates. 

The Maryland Racing Commission 
signed off on the schedule during a meet¬ 
ing in mid-December. 

Laurel was approved for 159 days in 
2018, but this year is slated for 168. Pimlico 
Race Course again would offer 12 days 
of racing clustered around the Preakness 
Stakes, while the Maryland State Fair at 
Timonium would have its usual seven-day 
meet in late August and early September. 

The end result is a year-round schedule 
from Jan. 1-Dec. 29 with no break in the 
action. 

For seven months of the year racing 
would be offered four days a week, primar¬ 
ily on a Thursday-through-Sunday sched¬ 
ule and several Monday holidays. When a 
Monday is added, the previous Thursday 
would be dark. 

Five months would have racing three 
days a week with a few exceptions: March, 
June, July, September and December. 

Unlike 2018, January and February are 
slated for four-day weeks this year. The 
MJC said it expects to have more horses 
stabled at Pimlico this winter to help fill 
cards. 

So here’s the calendar: The Laurel win¬ 
ter/spring meet will run from Jan. 1-May 
4; Pimlico from May 9-27; the Laurel sum¬ 
mer meet to follow from May 31-Aug. 18; 
Timonium is slotted for Aug. 23-Sept. 2; 
and the Laurel fall meet would span Sept. 
6-Dec. 29. 


There is a wildcard in 2019: Colonial 
Downs in Virginia is scheduled to reopen 
with 15 live racing programs. Though the 
agenda for the December meeting of the 
Virginia Racing Commission didn’t list a 
discussion on racing dates, a track official 
indicated a tentative schedule calls for 
mostly turf racing three days a week for 
five weeks in August and early September. 

From Aug. 19-Sept. 5, there would only 
be seven racing days in Maryland, all at 
Timonium, according to the agreed-upon 
schedule. 

Meanwhile, a Department of Legis¬ 
lative Services report on issues for the 
2019 Maryland General Assembly session 
includes a section on the status of legal¬ 
ized sports betting in the United States. 
The House of Delegates passed a sports 
betting bill last year but it failed to make it 
to the full Senate. 

It remains to be seen how Maryland will 
approach sports betting legislation in terms 
of location and taxation. Of the racing 
states that have legalized it, only Delaware 
has a dedicated percentage of revenue that 
goes to purses at its three racetracks. Since 
the launch of full-blown sports betting in 
June, the 9.6 percent cut of net proceeds 
from sports bets at Delaware Park alone 
has generated enough purse money to sup¬ 
port several days of live racing. 

The General Assembly in 2019 also 
figures to spend time on Phase 2 of 
the Maryland Stadium Authority study on 
the feasibility of rebuilding Pimlico Race 
Course. The latest report, released Dec. 13, 
says the cost for minimal capital improve¬ 
ments is now $424 million, a figure that 
doesn’t include development of the rest of 
the property for other uses. 

Phase 2 of the study sets the stage for 
“private development or another initiative” 
for parts of the Baltimore property not 
used for racing. The Stadium Authority 
collaborated with The Stronach Group 
and Maryland Jockey Club on a “Preakness 


Program,” which offers specifics related to 
redevelopment of the racing facility. 

“Pimlico Race Course is owned by the 
MJC and TSG,” the Stadium Authority said 
in a release. “Therefore, the non-racing 
land use concept study is a hypothetical, 
conceptual analysis of potential uses that 
could occur—not a feasibility study of 
what will occur.” 

The study envisions total venue capac¬ 
ity of 75,000, with 30,400 “premium” 
seats and 44,600 general admission seats. 
It would have a four-level multi-use club¬ 
house that would accommodate 44 percent 
of the premium seating. It would have 
areas for off-track betting and sports bet- 
ting. 

All existing structures on the 110-acre 
property would be demolished including 
the two racing surfaces. The Phase 2 report 
indicates the surfaces would be moved and 
replaced with a 15/16-mile dirt track and 
seven-furlong turf course; the report states 
that “track geometry and distances were 
reviewed by the MJC, TSG and MRC.” 

The barn area would be demolished and 
not rebuilt. The MJC has said it is look¬ 
ing to reopen the Bowie Training Center 
to make up for lost stalls at Pimlico and 
perhaps construct a small grandstand to 
accommodate a short race meet. Training 
at Bowie ended in 2015, and the last race 
meet was held in 1985. 

“When operating at Pimlico, the MJC 
prefers to utilize a haul-in model with the 
horses housed off site,” the report says. 
“This model requires temporary or perma¬ 
nent day stalls for up to 140 horses.” 

The cost breakdown for racing is as 
follows: demolition and site clearing ($21.5 
million); infrastructure, utilities and site 
improvements ($120.5 million); racing sur¬ 
faces and infield ($29.6 million); and the 
clubhouse ($252.2 million). The project 
would take three years, according to the 
report. 
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In Memoriam 



ROBERT P. LEW 

Thoroughbred owner, breeder and 
industry leader Robert P. “Bob” Levy died 
Nov. 7. He was 87. Levy campaigned 
champion sprinter and eventual Hall of 
Famer Housebuster and classic winner Bet 
Twice among others in an association with 
racing that lasted decades. 

Among his endeavors in racing, Levy 
owned New Jersey’s Atlantic City Race 
Course, was president of the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations in 1989 and 1990 and 
owned a Maryland Thoroughbred farm, 
Muirfleld East, in Chesapeake City. Born 
in Philadelphia, Levy graduated from the 
University of Pennsylvania before serving 
in the Army Reserve Medical Corps during 
the Korean War. He founded the Little 
Quakers youth football program and was a 
lifelong fan and supporter of athletic pro¬ 
grams at the University of Pennsylvania. 

For Levy and trainer Jimmy Croll, 
Bet Twice finished second in the 1987 
Kentucky Derby-Gl and Preakness-Gl 
before denying Alysheba’s Triple Crown 
bid with a Belmont Stakes-Gl vic¬ 
tory. Bet Twice later added the Haskell 
Invitational-G1 at Monmouth Park (over 
champion 3-year-old Alysheba) and won 
the 1988 revival of the Pimlico Special. 
Co-owned by Levy’s mother Blanche, 
Housebuster was the champion sprinter of 
1990 and 1991 thanks to 15 wins from 22 
starts and more than $1.2 million earned. 
Also trained by Croll, the son of Mt. 
Livermore won 11 graded stakes, headed 
by Grade 1 scores in the Vosburgh, Carter 
and Jerome. Housebuster was inducted 
into racing’s Hall of Fame in 2013. 


Levy’s son Mike is the president of 
Kentucky-based Thoroughbred insur¬ 
ance company Muirfield Insurance and 
Michael’s wife Meg owns Bluewater Sales 
in Kentucky. Bob Levy’s daughter Angela 
is married to Antony Beck, president of 
Kentucky’s Gainesway Farm. 

In addition to Mike and Angela, sur¬ 
vivors are Levy’s wife Rochelle “Cissie” 
Levy, daughters Kathryn Levy Feldman 
and Wendy Levy Kalmus, son Robert Levy 
Jr. and 13 grandchildren. 

WALTER REESE 

Mid-Atlantic trainer Walter Reese 
passed away Nov. 10 at age 88 on his farm 
in New Jersey. Born in Philadelphia, Pa., 
he grew up in nearby Germantown, and 
developed his love for horses at the Rose 
Tree Hunt Club. 

He served in the Army in the early 
1950s but by the mid- to late-1950s had 
started training Thoroughbreds. During 
the 1960s he divided his time between 
racing in Florida, Pennsylvania, Maryland 
and New Jersey. By the 1970s he bought 
and developed Timber Creek Farm into 
a breeding operation in Robbinsville, N.J., 
and decided to stay in the Mid-Atlantic. 

One of his proudest moments came 
on Aug. 14, 1982, when his homebred 
O. K. by You won the Grade 1 Sapling 
Stakes at Monmouth Park. Throughout the 
1980s, Reese enjoyed great success, captur¬ 
ing training titles at Philadelphia Park and 
Monmouth Park in 1984 plus finishing 
second at the Meadowlands all in the same 
year. Also that year, he helped develop 
a young apprentice rider named Chris 
Antley. Even after losing his apprentice 
allowance, Antley teamed up with Reese 
for much success. 

In 1985, Reese won training titles again 
at Philadelphia and Monmouth Park. 
Three years later, he launched the career 
of future Horse of the Year Black Tie 
Affair (Ire) from Timber Creek. The gray 
colt won three of his first four starts 
for Reese, including the Malus Stakes at 
then Philadelphia Park before being sold 
in early 1989. For his new connections, 
Jeffrey Sullivan and trainer Ernie Poulos, 
Black Tie Affair won 15 times—including 
the final six starts of his career in 1991 en 
route to Horse of the Year honors. 

Through the 1990s, Reese turned 
to developing young horses for A1 and 
Noreen Carpenito. Some of his more nota¬ 
ble horses were Old Tascosa, Devil’s Brew, 
In Contention, Just a Cat, Prime Directive 
and Devil’s Honor. 


In the September 1996, with Reese’s 
friend Tony Black aboard, Devil’s Honor 
won the Pennsylvania Derby-G3. On the 
same day, Just a Cat, finished second in the 
Cradle Stakes in Ohio. When A1 Carpenito 
passed away from cancer, Reese turned 
over the training duties to his wife, Cynthia, 
and continued to work on the farm. 

Reese won 1,530 races as a trainer 
(1963-2004) and was inducted into the Parx 
Racing Hall of Fame in 2012 for outstand¬ 
ing performance and lifetime achievement. 
In addition to his time as a horseman, he 
was a pilot and regularly flew jockeys such 
as Julie Krone, Craig Perret and others to 
Saratoga and other tracks in the region. 

Survivors include his wife, five children, 
nine grandchildren and two great-grand¬ 
children. 

S. BRUCE SMART JR. 

Thoroughbred owner and breeder S. 
Bruce Smart Jr. died Nov. 22 at his home in 
Middleburg, Va. He was 95. Professionally, 



Smart worked for Continental Group, a 
Fortune 100 company formerly known 
as Continental Can Company, for more 
than 30 years, rising through various sales 
and management positions to become 
chairman and chief executive officer. In 
1985 he was appointed Undersecretary 
of Commerce for International Trade by 
President Ronald Reagan, and held the 
position until 1988. 

A lifelong outdoorsman and conserva¬ 
tionist, he was vice chairman of the Nature 
Conservancy and went on to become a 
senior fellow and board member of the 
World Resources Institute and a member 
of the board of directors of the League of 
Conservation Voters. He wrote extensively 
on business, ethics and the environment. 
His 1992 book, Beyond Compliance: A New 
Industry F lew of the Environment , pointed 
the way for companies to adapt to climate 
change.

In 1987 Smart and his wife, Edith 
(Merrill) Smart, moved to Upperville, Va., 
where he owned and managed the horse 
and cattle farm Trappe Hill. There, his 
lifelong passion for competition found 
an outlet in steeplechase racing. Among 
his top steeplechasers were multiple win¬ 
ner Orchestra Leader, Saratoga winner 
Bonded (Ire), 3-year-old stakes winner 
Officer’s Oath and Devil’s Reach. From a 
small broodmare band, Trappe Hill bred 
and raised a few horses each year. Smart 
bought future Travers Stakes-Gl winner 
Flower Alley for $50,000 as a weanling in 
2002 and sold him for $165,000 as a year¬ 
ling in 2003. 

Smart served as a member of Lou¬ 
doun County’s Zoning Ordinance Working 
Group and the county’s Tax Equity 
Committee. He was chairman and trustee 
emeritus of Middleburg Academy (for¬ 
merly Notre Dame Academy), senior 
warden of Trinity Episcopal Church of 
Upperville, and a member of the Virginia 
Governor’s Commission on Climate 
Change. He authored two memoirs and a 
trilogy about the people and culture of his 
community. 

Smart graduated from Harvard College 
and earned a master’s degree in civil engi¬ 
neering from MIT. During World War 
II, he served in the U.S. Army Medical 
Department, returning to service during 
the Korean War as a first lieutenant in the 
Army Corps of Engineers. 

In addition to his wife, the New York 
City native is survived by a sister, Katharine 
Place; four children, Edith Moore, William 
Smart, Charlotte Rogan and Priscilla 
Schwarzenbach; 11 grandchildren and 13 
great-grandchildren. 

CHARLES WOODSON 

Charles “Buck” Woodson, 91, one of 
West Virginia’s leading breeders for decades, 
passed away Nov. 27 in Martinsburg, WVa. 

In recent years Woodson was known for 
breeding such runners as 2013 Breeders’ 
Cup Juvenile Turf-Gl runner-up Giovanni 
Boldini, 2008 West Virginia Breeders 
Classic Stakes winner Ghosdy Thunder 
and four-time stakes winner We’re in the 
Money at his Buckstud Farm near Charles 
Town. 

But Woodson had a long love affair with 
horses, back to his teen years when he was 
actively showing. The Richmond, Va., native 
got his introduction to Thoroughbreds 
when working for a summer as an exercise 
rider at Christopher Chenery’s Meadow 
Stud, in nearby Doswell, in 1944. 



Woodson went into the U.S. Navy in 
1945 and after World War II returned to 
Richmond, where he acknowledged “peo¬ 
ple down there didn’t really know nothing 
about racehorses.” But after he heard his 
grandmother say “he’ll never amount to 
nothing; he only wants to hang around 
those old racehorses” he admitted “it had 
an effect on me—I think older people 
should watch what they say around kids.” 

Woodson had no connection with 
horses for more than 25 years, working 
for a time for the railroad, and eventu¬ 
ally becoming director of purchasing and 
distribution for the Richmond-based C. F. 
Sauer Company, a producer of spices and 
the Duke’s Products line known for its 
mayonnaise. When Woodson purchased 
a farm, then a riding horse, and a brood¬ 
mare, then a few racehorses, his obsession 
with Thoroughbreds grew in the 1970s. He 
won the inaugural West Virginia Breeders 
Classic in 1987 with his 7-year-old home¬ 
bred Onion Juice, who would retire a 
27-time winner from 65 starts. Woodson 
was named the TOBA West Virginia 
breeder of the year in 2008. He added 
small farms to his breeding operation, all 
known as Buckstud, and stood the stallion 
Ghosdy Minister, sire of Ghostly Thunder, 
since 2004. 

Woodson is survived by his wife of 50 
years, Julianna Renalds Woodson; daugh¬ 
ter, Denita Woodson Clausi (Thomas) of 
Glen Allen, Va.; grandsons, Jason Wickam 
of Florida, Mathew Wickam (Tracy); 
great-grandchildren, Madison and Aaron 
Wickam; nephew, Bruce Dillard; and loyal 
employee and friend, Marlene Pitner. 

DR. RALPH YERGEY 

Retired Maryland racetrack veterinarian 
Ralph L. Yergey VMD, whose veterinary 
practice now known as Yergey, Stewart, 
Vallance & Associates, remains one of the 
largest in the state, died Oct. 17. He was 88. 

The native of Pennsylvania attended 
Penn State University as an undergradu¬ 


ate, where he put himself through school 
by working as a herdsman at the college, 
remembered his longtime partner Dr. Jim 
Stewart. Yergey completed his veterinary 
degree at the University of Pennsylvania. 

After graduation, Yergey joined the 
practice of racetrack veterinarian Dr. 
George Palmer, and in the 1960s they 
covered a circuit that included tracks in 
Maryland, New Jersey and Delaware. 
Stewart joined the practice in 1970, and 
following Palmer’s retirement in 1972, Dr. 
Bob Vallance came in a year later. 

“Back in the day all the most well- 
known trainers would come and specifical¬ 
ly ask for Ralph,” noted Vallance. Counted 
among his clients were Bobby Frankel, Billy 
Turner, Buddy Raines and Harry Trotsek, 
as well as those based in Maryland, includ¬ 
ing Henry Clark, King T. Leatherbury, 
Dickie Dutrow and Bud Delp. Stewart 
remembers Yergey working with train¬ 
er Charlie Whittingham when champion 
*Cougar II shipped in from California for 
the Washington, D.C., International (who 
would scratch due to turf conditions), and 
he attended to Kentucky Derby winners 
coming in for the Preakness. In an article 
about Canonero II, writer Steve Haskin 
noted that Yergey nursed the colt through 
various ailments between the colt’s wins in 
the 1971 Kentucky Derby and Preakness 
Stakes. “He was very well-known and 
respected,” said Vallance. 

“I never disagreed with Yergey when 
he gave an opinion, he was right,” said 
Stewart. “He didn’t give an opinion eas¬ 
ily. When he said what it was, that’s what 
it was.” 

“He would take his time before he told 
you what he thought was the problem and 
you could bank on it that that’s what it 
was,” Vallance affirmed. 

Yergey practiced on the backstretch 
for more than 30 years, retiring in 1990. 
“Being a racetrack vet is demanding,” said 
Vallance. “He gave it 100 percent the 
whole time he was there and he just 
decided to retire to hunt and fish.” Yergey 
retired to a log cabin he built Dayton, Md. 

“Anybody that knew him, knew that he 
was dedicated to veterinary medicine—that 
was his whole life,” added Vallance. 

Yergey stayed connected to the track, 
and loved going to the races on a regular 
basis and seeing old friends, often mak¬ 
ing the trip to Laurel or Timonium, noted 
Vallance. One month before his passing, 
Vallance took Yergey to Laurel “and had a 
beer and a hotdog,”

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Looking Back 


10years ago 

I American Horse Council President 
Jay Hickey sat down with Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred editor Lucy Acton to discuss 
issues related to the Thoroughbred 
industry The AHC represented the 
entire horse industry before the U.S. 
Congress and federal regulatory agencies 
in Washington, D.C., for more than 40 
years. Among the topics discussed were 
tax law changes, internet gaming, and 
immigration reform. “We’re hopeful that 
at some point comprehensive immigration 
reform can be passed,” said Hickey. 

“The horse industry and the American 
Horse Council are not opposed to 
building fences or implementing extra 
security or verifying workers as long as 
there are ways to bring in temporary 
workers and legalize the current work 
force. If you just kicked out 15 million 
or 18 million people, the disruption of 
so many industries—the hotel industry, 
the restaurant industry, nurserymen, 
agriculture and the horse industry—would 
be substantial. Immigration reform will

be debated at some point; we’re hopeful 
that we can be included.” 

I Penn Ridge Farms, a 
new stallion operation on 
120 acres near Harrisburg, 

Pa., provided a tangible 
sign that slots revenue 
brings results. Owned by 
Mike Jester, the roster 
consisted of four stallions, 
all Grade 1 winners, led 
by classic winner and 
Breeders’ Cup sire Real 
Quiet. 

■ Herb and Ellen 
Moelis, creators of 
what eventually became 
Thoroughbred Charities 
of America (TCA), continued to push 
for Thoroughbred care, establishing the 
Racehorse Retraining and Retirement 
Fund within the TCA. Both charities were 
to benefit from a new checkoff program 
with The Jockey Club, which would be 
instituted starting Jan. 1, 2009, enabling 
owners and breeders to donate to the 
charities when they registered their foals. 

The duo soared to an 8 V 2 -length victory at 
Belmont Park three weeks before the 10th 
annual Breeders’ Cup day at Santa Anita. 

“It was a surprise,” said Blythe Miller, 
after defeating two-time Breeders’ Cup 
winner Highland Bud. “I didn’t expect 
Lonesome Glory to win as easily as he 
did.” 

I Through early December of Laurel 
Park’s 1993 fall meet, 29-year-old Graham 
Motion, Maryland’s “unofficial rookie 
trainer of the year,” was winning at a 41 
percent clip, sending out the winners of 
13 races from 32 starts, for four owners. 
“The future was brightening for an 
earnest young man whose future was 
clouded last February, the day Bernie 
Bond died,” noted Eclipse Award-winning 
writer Jack Mann. “Graham Motion, 
Bond’s assistant, had a tough—in two vivid 
senses of the word—act to follow. . .” 

With a barn of mosfiy 2-year-olds, 
Motion moved the operation from 
Pimlico to Laurel and had horses for 
owners that included Bond clients Skip 
and Gertrude Leviton, and Eugene Ford. 
“My phone was ringing when I came back 
from Bernie’s funeral,” said Skip Leviton. 
“A dozen trainers wanted our horses. . . I 


I Maryland-breds Good Night Shirt and 
Preemptive Strike battled it out in the 
final Grade 1 steeplechase stakes of the 
year, with Good Night Shirt taking the 
Colonial Cup in Camden, S.C., by a neck. 

With the win, Good Night 
Shirt remained undefeated 
in five starts in 2008, all 
Grade 1 races, for owners 
Sonny and Ann Via and 
trainer Jack Fisher. 

I First-year sire Great 
Notion got his first stakes 
winner when the filly 
Gonna Dash defeated 
males in the Charles Town 
Hall of Fame Cup at the 
West Virginia track. She 
was one of four 2 -year-old 
winners from eight starters 
for the son of Elusive 
Quality, who stood at Northview Stallion 
Station in Chesapeake City, Md. 

I Northview Stallion Station’s Not For 
Love made history in 2008. The region’s 
longtime leading sire hit $6.3 million in 
progeny earnings, the most ever for any 
stallion standing outside of Kentucky. He 
was represented by 30 stakes horses in 
2008, 14 of them stakes winners. 


had known this kid for a couple of years, 
and seen him work. He’s smart, capable, 
all business. And he’s so. . . hey, my wife 
agrees: If we had a son, we’d want him to 
be like Graham.” 

I The timber season wrapped up with 
Arcadia Stable’s 9-year-old Free Throw 
taking the division tide with a 5-length 
score in the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup; the 
championship runner-up was Saluter, a 
4-year-old son of Salutely trained and 
ridden by Jack Fisher to victory in all 
three of his timber starts, including the 
Virginia Hunt Cup. 

I Virginia-breds found international 
success that fall, with group wins in 
Canada, Italy and Germany. Keswick 
Stable’s homebred Husband captured the 
Rothman’s Ltd. International Stakes-Gl at 
Woodbine; Cielo Del Nord, bred by Sarah 
Louise Smith and Sheri L. Smith, won the 
Premio Guido Berardelli-G2 in Rome; 
and the Alexander Pereira-bred Komtur 
took the Prix Zino Davidoff-Preis der 
Deutschen Einheit-G3 in Hoppegarten. 
Home of the Free, a Paul Mellon 
homebred, added a Grade 3 win in the 
Laurel Dash at Laurel Park. All the stakes 
were on the turf. 
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50 years ago 

I The arrival of Dancer’s Image at Glade 
Valley Farms in Frederick, Md., marked 
the third Kentucky Derby winner in the 
five years to stand in the state, joining 
Windfields Farm’s 1964 winner, Northern 
Dancer, who would stand his first season 
outside Canada in 1969, and 1966 winner 
Kauai King, standing at Sagamore Farm 
since his retirement in 1967. 

Bred and raced by Peter Fuller, 

Dancer’s Image crossed the finish line first 
in the 1968 Derby, but was disqualified 
due to the presence of phenylbutazone in 
his system. A court case was still pending 
to reinstate the colt as the winner. 



The deceased Sagamore great Native 
Dancer was the ancestor of all three 
Derby winners-sire of Dancer’s Image 
and Kauai King, and grandsire, through 
daughter Natalma, of Northern Dancer. 

I Allaire duPont’s Politely repeated as 
Maryland-bred Horse of the Year. The 
homebred daughter of * Amerigo became 
the all-time richest state-bred distaffer 
when earning $552,972, and captured 
seven stakes in 1968 at age 5, including 
the Delaware Handicap and repeats in 
the Molly Pitcher and Firenze Handicaps 
(carrying 131 pounds in the 1968 Firenze), 
and Matchmaker Stakes, in which she 
equalled her own course record. Also 
named champion filly or mare and 
champion turf runner, she retired with 21 
wins (13 in stakes) in 49 career starts, 14 
placings (eight stakes). She was scheduled 
to be bred to Round Table. 


Politely didn’t produce a foal herfirst year, but 
bred to the likes of Dr. Fager, Northern Dancer, 
Damascus, Hoist the Flag, The Minstrel, A lydar, 
Halo and Smarten, eventually produced 11 foals. 
Of her eight starters, four won, two were stakes 
winners—Northerly (by Northern Dancer) and 
Salutely (by Hoist the Flag). 

I Three Maryland-breds were previous 
champions. In addition to Politely, 
3-year-old champion Dancer’s Image was 
champion at 2, and Tuscalee earned his 
third title as top jumper. Other division 
winners were 2-year-old Mister Diz, older 
horse Jim J, and fillies Show Off (2-year- 
old) and First Noel (3-year-old). 

I Joe Aitcheson Jr. captured the 
steeplechase riding championship for 
the fifth time. At age 40, the Laurel, 

Md., resident posted 36 victories in 
166 mounts. Among his top rides was 
Maryland-bred champion Tuscalee. 



Mrs. Allaire duPont’s homebred Politely captured a second consecutive Matchmaker Stakes and a second 
Maryland-bred Horse of the Year title before retiring as the richest Maryland-bred distaffer in history. 


75years ago 

I Henry A. “Harry” 

Parr III (right) was 
elected president of the 
Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations two years 
after the creation of 
the organization by 
racing leaders in 1942. 
While not as high 
profile as Matt Winn, 
Carleton Burke or Alfred 
Vanderbilt, also members 
of the TRA, Parr was 
from a family immersed 
in Maryland racing for 
decades. He took over as 



president of the Maryland Jockey Club in 
1942 when his good friend, former MJ C 
president Vanderbilt, enlisted in the U.S. 

Navy. Parr had also been 
elected a member of The 
Jockey Club. 

“As president of the 
TRA he takes over the 
post of guiding sev¬ 
eral score of race tracks 
through a hazardous 
war period and into the 
post-war era which may 
develop as many, or more, 
problems than the war 
itself,” wrote magazine 
contributor Don Reed. 


I Manuel A. de Moya, representative of 
Dominican Republic president Rafael L. 
Trujillo, was in Maryland visiting breeding 
farms in a quest to purchase stock for the 
island, where racing was to be inaugurated 
in February. It was the intention of 
President Trujillo, sponsor of the trip, 
to firmly establish racing in his country. 
The first track, located in Trujillo City, 
was 5 furlongs in circumference and a 
composition of sand and loam. 

Widely known racing secretary Edward 
J. Brennan was considering accepting 
the position of director of racing, 
to supervise the sport in “American 
fashion.” Brennan had recently returned 
from an inspection of the island plant 
and “expressed satisfaction with the 
completeness of the layout.” 
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Mowing the yard. Spreading the manure. Cutting the fields.
